EXPERIENCES OF THE VOYAGE. 


C h ic a g o , October 21 <t.—J . George Hash- 
agau, the Signal Service employe who went 
up with Frifes- r King and his balloon, 
telegraphs the Daily News: “ We feel no 
disposition to-day fur such a hasty fl'ght as 
we lock Thursday. 
If you should see us 
now—ragged, torn, water-soaked, you would 
surely say we loved civilization ard a good 
table. Five minutes after leavirg terra firma 
we reached an altitude of 4.300 feet, moving 
southwest. A few minutes later we reached 
an upper current moving slowly west, with 
Chicago and its myriad of twinkling lights 
beneath and apparently far away. 
We 
hung there eeveral hours, but at last a 
puff of 
air 
sent 
us to the southwest, 
and we were becalmed Beveral hours over 
a small town which we judged to be Teoría. 
We then began taking naps. 
At 5:30 on Fri­ 
day we passed over Spring Valley, Wiscon­ 
sin, startling the natives and having a shot 
sent 3fter us. Tfcea w e hovered about the 
Platte mounds some hours, and Liter were 
buried in clouds in the upper air, 4.000 feet 
above the ground. 
We raktd the trees 
in passing Little 
Falls, Wisconsin, and 
scared the inhabitants and animals. A t 8 
A. M. we passed over Putnam, or some place 
of a similar name. A t 9:40 we passed over 
lom ab, and at 9:50 lost sight of earth in the 
clouds, and passed through a heavy rain­ 
storm. A t 10:25 we reached 9,600 feet. 
We 
spoke to a man at 10:30, and learning that we 
were about forty miles from St. Paul, de­ 
scended at 2:3 0 v. II , and wtre soon lost in a 
cranberry bog. Our experie ,ce was horrible. 
Knee deep in ice water, and very step was 
full of peril end discoruf.-rt.

day we icached Fiambeau river, and were 
sale.” 
G sltrnrT s G rounds for Defense. 


N e w Y ork, October 21st.—The Herald's 
Washington special says: To-day Guiteai; 
wrote a letter, in which he (ays his grounds 
for defense are three: First, he did the act 
by the will of God ; second, malpractice was 
the cause of the President’s death ; third, 
jurisdiction.

Affairs in Irela n d —The “ No K ent" M ani­ 
festo. 
N ew Y o rk , October 21st—The Herald's 
Dublin special says: The facts regarding 
the preparation and issue ol tbe “no rent” 
manifesto are interesting. 
The resolution de­ 
claring that no rent should be paid was deci­ 
ded upon on Friday night, at a private meet­ 
ing of the Executive. Messrs. Dillon, O Kelly 
and Biggar voted against the step, but were 
in the minority. T. D. Sullivan and others 
voted for it. The manifesto was prepared 
Saturday night and smuggleed into Kilmain- 
ham by a cierk of Mr. AIcGongb, a solicitor 
of the League. 
At a meeting of the prison­ 
ers, which was held during recreation time, 
Parnell, Brennan, Sexton, Kettle and others 


The Fate of the Missing W hale.s Still 
Unsettled. 
The Corwin has arrived at San Francisco 
from her trip to the Arctic region. She was 
sixteen days from Ou, alaska, and had a 
stormj- passage down the c ■ “it. S h e brought 
home i ine men of the lost whaling bark 
Daniel Webster, and nine from the wrecked 
schooner W. F. March. 
T h e Corwin left 
the Arctic on September 11 h, after making 
an attempt to land on Wrangell Land a 
second time. 
From August 30:h till Si ptem­ 
ber 3 J was a constant battls with th e el­ 
ements. A tori us gale from the noitheast 
was encountered on August 31st, September 
1st and 21. Says the ace nat of one uf the 
persons on the ship: 
"A driving snow­ 
storm gave additional terror to eur critical 
situation, abandoned as we were with a cis- 
abled rudder, tbe oak sheathing gone, the 
ice-breaker cast away, having been cut adriit 
in order to save tbe ship, and the crew in­ 
creased by the addition of the wrecked 
whalemen, who would have diminished our 
provisions considerably had the Captain de­ 
cided to stay during tbe winter. In view cf 
these facts Captain Hooper thought that 
nothing more could be done by hita durirg 
the season, much as it was desired to tali in 
with the Rodgers, and to obtain if pos-ible 
some tidings of the Jeannette, so he dec' led 
to withdraw from a further prosecution of his 
quest, and accordingly headed for Kotzebu- 
Sound. A series of furious gales and snow­ 
storms seemed to have made up the Arctic 
weather programme during the last summer. 
Near the head of Kotzebue Sound, and al­ 
most under the Arctic circle, we found on 
Chamisso Island, about two hundred feet 
above the sea level, an astronomical station 
composed of a mound of atones surmounted 
by two wooden shafts, the talier one being 
about twenty feet ana bearing inscriptions of 
several English ships and the broad arrow. 
Among them were IL B. M. S. Blossom, 
September, 1826 : H. B. M. S. Herald, ISAS; 
H. B. M. S. 1’1 ivcr, July, 1S49. A later 
addition was the Corwin’s name. On the 
lower shaft was an inscription in Russian re­ 
ferring to the 1 Russian-American Company 
Expedition, 1838,’ also n scarcely legible 
notice ot a bottle bur'.- d twenty feet to the 
magnetic north, which we were unable to 
find.” 
Regarding the missing whalers, about which 
so much has been written, it may safely be 
paid that the information obtained by the 
Corwin during the past summer, though not 
settling definitely the time and maimer of 
their loss, has done much to dispel the un­ 
certainty of their fate. Taking all obtain­ 
able circumstances of the case into considera­ 
tion, it issupposed that they were not lost near 
the place where they were last seen in the 
ice, but on getting free and attempting to 
reach the straits by going around the ice to 
the westward, in the vicinity of Wrangell 
Land, they succeed'd in getting probably a 
little south of Cape Serdz, there meeting with 
their doom. Being outside the influence of 
the northerly set, they drifted abont Long's 
Strait at the mercy of the winds and cuirent, 
and, if yet afloat, are still somewhere to the 
south or west of Wrangell Land. This hy­ 
pothesis seems the more plausible one, since 
tbe finding of a dismasted whaler by the na­ 
tives of Wankaren, and th* drifting spar 
picked up by the Corwin to the south of 
Wrangell Laud. 
As to the Jeannette, concerning which we 
have no tidings, all is conjecture. 
A surmise 
by tbe most uninformed person as to her 
whereabouts is just as wi-e as the wisest sur­ 
mise of the wisest navigator. We do not 
know that any disasters have overtaken her, 
bo it is nothing more than fair to both the 
people aboard her and their relatives at home 
that we should suspend judgment, or at least 
infer that she is safe till something is known 
to the contrary. 


The distressing rumor that numerous 
“ American dramas,” by talented young 
natives, have been accepted by various 
prominent managers in the principal cities 
and will be inflicted during tbe regular 
season of 1881-82 is, to judge from an­ 
nouncements, too true.

THE STAR ROUTE BUSINESS. 


Assistant Fostmaster-General Tyner’s Sup­ 
pressed Report 


[By Telegraph.] 
New York, October 20th,—The Times this 
morning prints Tyner’s report of date of 
August 5, 1879, and entitled “ Memoranda of 
Suggestions as to sear service in the Pacific 
section, tuade out as addenda to a report to 
the Postmaster-General on star service in the 
Pacific section.” 


THE DALLES STAB nOCTE. 
The following, taken from the report, illus­ 
trates the character of the whole report: No. 
41,154, in Oregon, from Th6 Dalles to Lako 
View, w-.s let under advertisement of Novem­ 
ber 1, 1879, once a week, for 83,088. The route 
was advertised ai d let as 227 miles in length, 
on a schedule of 108 hours, or a fraction over 
two and one half miles p-r hour. It has 
since been increased to six times per week be­ 
tween The Dalles and Princeviile, and inter­ 
mediate office situated 118 miles fr- in The 
Dalles, or northern terminus, and it inis also 
fce-n expedited between said points. Toe in­ 
crease of frequency cost 86.114 additional, 
and the 
expeliiion 
cost 811.777. 
The 
expedited 
schedule 
requires 
pro 
rata 
running 
time 
of 
three 
and 
a 
half 
milts 
per 
hour 
between 
the 
points 
named, as against two and a half miles per 
hour uuder the award of the contracts. 
No 
collections are formed at Princeviile and no 
benefit of constquenee accrues to anybody, 
except the contractor, for the increased speed. 
The Department pays nearly 812.090, and 
yet the importance of the matls passing over 
tne route—a route which dots not carry 
through mails or form a link in a great 
through line—may be estimated by the ‘act 
that the aggregate compensation of the Pest 
masters at all offices from The Dalits to 
Princeviile (including tbe latter aud exclud­ 
ing the former, which is not dependent ou it 
fur supply) is 8490. 


an u n n e c e ssa r y l in k . 
Between Prirciville ami Silver L ke (an­ 
other intermediate office) there is really no 
n.-ed of service at all. 
There is no poet- ffice 
or any population to supply, nor, indeed, 
country iu which civilized people can live. 
The route as an entirely is not essential for 
north and south couDectio. s, as other routes 
subserve this end, and the link between Sil­ 
ver Lake and Princeviile might therefore be 
dropped without detriment, leaving Silver 
Lake to be supplied from the south only. 


EXPENSIVE CAMP M’DERM IIT MAILS. 
Route 41,160 (Oregon), from Canyon City 
to Camp MeDermitt, was let at the same 
time as the above-named. It is 243 miles 
long, os advertised, and was let on a schedule 
of 132 hour-, cot quite two miles per hour, 
oncea week ; cost 82,888. 
It ought to have 
service once a week, to Bupply the military 
posts, scarcely any m.e elas bring interested 
in it. A supply of twice a week at doubie 
the coat named above would be very libera), 
árnce the letting it has been increased to 
three times per week and expedited at a cost 
of 81S 612 additional, making the total an­ 
nual amount •$21,500. The expedited schedule 
requires a speed of two and a balf miles per 
hour, instead of a sneed of two miles per 
hour, and for this slight increase the Depart­ 
ment pays 812,823. 
The importance ot the 
route for 1-cal purposes (it not being a through 
line in any sense) is indicated by the fact 
that the offices solely dependent upon it tor 
fttppiy yield an aggregate compensation to 
Postmasters of 847 69, and agraes revenue of 
less than 8100. Canyon City, the northern 
terminus, receives its supply front route 44,­ 
155, and Camp Mc-Dermitt (not Fort McDer- 
rnitt), now the southern terminus, has a daily 
supply from Wiunetnncca Station, on the 
Central Pacific Railway. But if the last- 
named offices were both supplied by tins 
route, the expenditure for supply would cut 
off over 819.000 more than the cutiré revenues 
demand from them. The importance of mails 
over t Itia route will not justify inure than cne- 
fjurth of the present cost. 


THE BAKER CITY ROUTE. 
Speaking of route 44 155, let originally at 
88,288 per in tu ir, bnt by ex - edition and fre­ 
quency increased to 872,570, Mr. Tyner 
says: The compensoti n of Postmasters on- 
the route amounts to 81,776, aud this includes 
compensation at Balter City, 8662, which is 
on a great overland stage route between Tbe 
Dalles scd Kelt up, and upon which it is de­ 
pendent for its supply. W ithout Baker City 
the aggregate compensation is 81,154, and the 
gros- revenues about 82 300, including the 
compensation named above. To supply it. 
therefore, the Department pajs over 870,000 
more than it derives from it. 
A service of 
tnreo titues-awerk on this ronte would be 
liberal, and such an expedition at the great 
cost named, is, upon its lace, unjustifiable. 


ROl'TLA IN NORTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
Closely connected with the Redding and 
R-isefcurg route are ron res 46 245 (Redding to 
Weavervillr), and 46.263 (Yrtka to Shasta), 
the two routes so as to form a route from 
Red ling to Y'reka to the west of the mail 
route frurn Redding to R seburg. 
At Yreka 
they j fin the main route. 
A glance at the 
map will show that the route is formed nearly 
parallel with the main ro de. 
The three 
routes are let to two coDtraetms, one of the 
contractors having been tbe lowest bidder of 
two of them, but they are under a common 
management. 


t y n e k ’s c o n c l u s i o n s a n d s u g g e s t i o n s . 
Tyner closes Mis memoranda of suggestions 
as tollows : It will be discovered that the 
principal mistake made in tbe changed ser­ 
vice upon the routes named resulted from the 
policy of expediting, that always involves 
great expenses and is always of doubtful 
propriety. The Department has but little 
control over it after au expedition is once de­ 
cided upon, for the law provides that increase 
of pay shall be based upon the increased 
amount of i-tock necessary to execute the ex­ 
pedition. The contractor is the only persea 
who can intelligently btate such increase. 
It 
is also evident that the plan oi advertising 
for low grade service on a low schedule is ill- 
advised. 
The maximum servicr as to fre­ 
quency and speed should fie called for, and to 
rednce it is not expeutive to the Department, 
if promptly nrdrred. In fact, if the adver­ 
tised schedules were carefully and intelli­ 
gently made up, no changes would be neces­ 
sary, except occasionally when the rapidly 
shif-.mg popula lions that gather about mining 
centers suddenly remove to other localities 
or when a star route is supplanted, iu whole 
or iu part, by new railroads. 
The adver i e- 
ment under which the routes named were Jet 
contained several other examples of ca.ding 
for minimum instead of maximum s rvice. 
Mar.y routes were advertised for much lower 
services than was being performed on them. 
The cost of expediting upon propgr sched­ 
ules as to time would have teen but little, if 
any, greater tban upon slow schedules. 


P o s s ib l e e c o n o m ie s . 
Experience has demonstrated that a route 
over a road ordinarily good can be let at 
three aud a half to four miles per hour 
as low as at thtee miles, and at four and a 
half to five milts per hour as low as three to 
three and a half miles per hour, and_ so on 
within reasonable limits. 
I think it is safe 
to say that each cf the routes named could 
have been let at the rate of speed represented 
by the expedited echedults at a mm not 
greater than the cost of increasing frequency 
alone. The cost of expedition would tnereby 
have been saved. 
The changes upon all 
routes I have particularly referred to were 
strongly petitioned for by communities of 
prominent citizens. Congressional delegations, 
etc. The Department’s record fully justifns 
its 
action, with the exception of 
one 
route increased on the recommendations of 
the Department’s azencs, and iu that case 
(that of Soledad and Newhall), the agent, 
ia my judgment, made a eerious mistake. 


f r e q u e n t in s p e c t io n a d v is e d . 
To put the Department in possession of re­ 
liable information abont the star service 
proper, a number of picked men, thoroughly 
conversant with it in all its phases, of un­ 
questioned habits and integrity, should be 
employed to patrol tbe routes. 
The number 
should be sufficient to cover tbe whole work, 
and every route should be frequently inspect­ 
ed. To this corps should be referred all ad­ 
vertisements before they are issued, and upon 
information thus obtained proposals should, 
as a rule, be invited. The expense of main­ 
taining such a corps would be something, but 
nothing compared to the accruing benefits 
upon the routes. I have named au expedi­ 
tion that has cost 811 800, a sum sufficient to 
keep the requisite cotps of men in the field a 
long time ; and I believe that nearly or quite 
the whole sum would have been saved by tbe 
plan I have suggested.

The North and South oí the State—Prepa­ 
ration for Winter—Workshop 
on the Farm. 


U p to within the past ten years the sooth 
half of the State of California was not favor­ 
ably regarded as an agricultural country. 
I t 
was looked upon as too dry for general farm 
products, and it was not supposed th at the 
email grains could be made to succeed there 
without irrigation. 
The southern end of the 
-State was in fact, up to the date referred to, re­ 
garded in just abont the same light th at the 
whole State was for the first few years after 
the advent of the American people into it— 
a sort of worthless country for agricult­ 
ural purposes. 
I t was originally believed 
by 
the 
first 
American 
settlera 
th at 
none 
of 
the 
State 
was 
good 
for 
anything except for mining and grazing, aDd 
it took a number of years and many success­ 
ful experiments in culture to change this 
general opinion, even as to the most northern 
and best-watered sections. 
No wonder, then, 
th a t it required a still longer time to change 
the general opinion as to the extreme southern 
portions of the State, where the annual 
waterfall is not half that of northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
B at tim s has demonstrated th at even 
in the extreme south—from Los Angeles to 
the border 
of 
Lower 
California — agri­ 
culture 
can 
be 
carried 
on 
quite 
successfully 
by 
depending 
on 
the 
natural 
rainfall 
and careful and thor­ 
ough cultivation. 
Grain-growing and trait 
culture are steadily advancing aud growing 
in importance, and the value of general agri­ 
culture is gaining year by year to the ex­ 
trem e south line of the State. 
P ot the last 
ton years southern California has been the 
attractive point for immigrants to the State. 
People leaving the A tlantic States have been 
moved 
in 
a 
great 
measure 
to 
flee 
the cold 
and di.agreeable weather 
ex­ 
perienced there, aud they have apparently 
made up their minds to find the other 
extreme—extreme warm weather. 
Hence 
in determining to come to California they 
have sot their eyes and hearts on that part of 
it where they could get the farthest from the 
cold they felt at home. 
B ut this has not 
been the only or principal idea of those who 
have gone south. 
The fact Í3 there has been 
a systematic and very general effort made by 
the people of the southern section of the 
State to attract immigrants to th at section. 
The owners of large tracts of land in the 
southern counties have broken up aud divided 
their lands into small aud convenient sec­ 
tions, and have put the same upon the mar­ 
kets a t low and reasonable figures. 
They 
have g >ae further. 
They have in very many 
favorable localities laid their lands off into 
plats for rural settlements and offered special 
in .ucemsnts for actual settlers thereon. 
They have acted in concert to publish to the 
wcrld and to every country the general ad­ 
vantages offered by climate, by soil, by favor­ 
able regulations of the proposed colonies. 
They 
have 
in 
fact 
advertised 
the 
country for all it wa3 worth, wherever such 
advertisements could find readers and secure 
attention. They have pointed out the spe­ 
cific localities of lands for colonies and stated 
price per acre and lot. They may and have in 
many instances overdrawn the pictures, over­ 
stated the advantages, and caused some dis­ 
appointment to those who have acted upon 
them, but the general result has been bene­ 
ficial to those whose enterprise inaugurated 
the schemes, beneficial to the section a t large 
and beneficial to those who hove been induced 
to settle therein. Even a t this time, after this 
general cali for immigrants has been out and 
has been availed of for ten years and more, 
the tide of immigration to ' California is to 
the southern counties, and land is in greater 
demand theie to-day than in any other sec­ 
tion of the State. Even the mesa lands, 
which up to quite recently had been regarded 
as worthless, 
are 
being 
sold 
at 
fair 
prices 
to make 
farms 
of 
and 
are 
being converted into comfortable homes 
for an industrious and prosperous people. 
As a general result the o wners of land in 
southern California have bren enabled to sell 
their surplus holdings at satisfactory prices— 
the country has been settled np by an enter- 
prizing people, who have not only brought 
money with them, but who have made money 
in the country, and in general progress the 
south end of the State is leading the north 
end very decidedly. 
AU this has been done 
in face of the fact th at far general agriculture 
the northern hait of the State possesses many 
more 
advantages than the south 
half, 
and 
has been, since the beginning 
of 
cultivation 
in 
the 
Sfc.te, 
producing 
ten, yes, an hundred times the agricultural 
products the south half has produced. 
The 
great wheat crops that have been exported to 
Europe, and th at has given California the 
highest position among the wheat-exporting 
countries of the world, have been grown until 
w ithin the past few years almost exclusively 
no.-th of San Francisco. 
The butter and 
cheese th at has supplied the home markets, 
and a considerable quantity for export at 
certain seasons of 
the 
year, have been 
Dis.de principally and almost exclusively north 
of fian Francisco. 
The hay th at has sup­ 
plied the demands of the cities of the interior 
and of San Francisco, has been produced 
north of th at city. 
The potatoes aud vege­ 
tables of all kinds th at have found their way 
into and supplied our heme markets and the 
m arkets of the States and Territories east of 
us to Colorado, have been grown in the cen­ 
tral and northern sections of the State. 
The 
-central and northern half of the State has 
produced the largest share of the wool that 
has made Calilornia noted as a wool-growing 
country, and the wool of tie north has al­ 
ways rated higher than th at grown in the 
south. 
The hardy fruits th at have won for 
the State the name of the first irui -producing 
country of the world, have been grown iu the 
central and northern counties. Even the 
grapes, wine and raisins th at have won for 
California 
the title of the 
"F ran c e of 
Am erica,” have principally been grown and 
produced north of the central line of the 
State. 
Even to-day there is more good land 
uncultivated in the northern half of the State 
than in the southern half —probably ten 
acres to one. 
Notwithstanding all these 
facta—for they are fucts th at cannot be con­ 
troverted successfully—the tide of immigra­ 
tion to California has been for ten years past, 
and is now, to the southern counties. 
Now, 
while we congratulate southern California 
upon the success she has achieved, and 
is achieving, we de-ire to point out to the 
people of northern California the opportuni­ 
ties they are neglecting, the resources they 
are allowing to remain undeveloped and the 
prosperity they are allowing to be snatched 
from them by their more public-spirited, 
wide-awake and enterprising fellow-ciiizcns 
of the southern counties. Tns people of the 
North have been sitting with th tir bauds 
folded for the last ten years and seeing hardy 
immigrants

South, 
and 
contenting 
themselves all the 
time with 
the be­ 
lief th at these immigrants 
would soon 
get tired of the eur.ny^and parched-up coun­ 
try down th. ra and would fina ly seek homes 
in a country no re favored ly nature, with 
the great n eresily to agricul.ural pr.sperity 
—water ; that they would return to the 
country in which they saw wben passing 
t r >ad fields of golden grtin, thousands of 
hills covered wiui cattle, and _ agricultural 
products of every nature crowding the high­ 
ways, railways and navigable streams on 
the way to the m -tropolis of the coast 
to 
supply home 
aud 
foreign 
markets. 
This belief—may we not say hope—has never 
been realized. 
I t is true that many of the 
people th at have gone South have been dis­ 
appointed; some of them have, through one 
cruse or another, been 
losers; have be­ 
come disgusted with the country; some have 
returned home with no good name for Cali­ 
fornia; some have gone to Oregon and W ash­ 
ington Territory; bnt few have returned to 
N orthern California—such a country they 
bad never heard of. I t was not in their guide 
bookp; it 
was 
not 
spoken 
of 
in the 
circulars th at bad been put into their hands ; 
it was hardly to be found on the maps that 
had been furnished them of the great Pacific 
State ; in fact, they were led to believe that 
Oregon joined Los Anselea on the north, and 
th atd f they wanted to find a conntry in which 
the soil was no w and then moistened by a fall 
of rain from the clouds they could find it only 
by going to Oregon or further north, 
The 
great 
valleys 
of 
the 
Sacramento and 
B an 
Joaquin, 
with 
their 
broad 
acres 
of 
rich 
soil, 
the 
ten, 
twenty, 
thirty and forty thousand acre wheat fiilds— 
the vast cattle ranges and sheep walks em­ 
bracing all the way from five to fifty thousand 
acres each—these immigrants bad never 


heard of, and the owners in possession of 
mese laida never intended Uity should bea 
of them, lest th tir possession might ba di ­ 
luted. 
Information in regard to northern 
California has not oniy not been published, 
hut it has purposely bteu kept from the pub 
lie; and this is the reason th at her lords Me 
uncultivated and her industries undeveloped, 
vhiie every available acre in southern C-li- 
f.irnia is being looked for and occupied. 


Preparation for Winter on the Farm. 
Notwithstanding the present loDg continu­ 


ing fine weather, every farmer should keep 
constantly in his min-l the fact that winter, 
vith its cold storms and disagreeable weather 
for outd -or work, will soon be here. 
N ot a 
moment should be loet in preparation for the 
change. 
The bam and house roofs should be 
examined and repaired where necessary; the 
loose boards should be fastened on, and 
every 
precaution 
tak m 
to 
keep 
out 
the storm and prevent damage. 
I t should 
not 
be 
forgotten 
th at 
although our 
winters 
are 
comparatively 
mild, 
still 
stock require shelter about as much nere »s 
in the colder climate-, when snow c ivers the 
ground and the soil is frozen to the depth of 
two or three feet. 
They used not be so costly 
or so completely ÍGcl -sed, but they should be 
of a character and form as to break the pre­ 
vailing v inds and keep the stock dry. 
A 
cold rain is mere trying to the constitution of 
an auicn il exposed to it than a cold snow­ 
storm. 
The rain wetn aud chills the animal, 
while the enow scarcely wets th-.ir coats, aDd 
docs not prodnca th at extieme chilling. 
I t 
is economy to any farmer who has good slock 
to provide shelter from the severe storms of 
the winter even in this State. 
Less food is 
required to keep them in condition when sir 1- 
teredthau when exposed to the weather. The 
food is a m atter th at has to be provided every 
season, whereas a good shed once built a-.d 
taken care of will last a lifetime and more, 
and the saving of food but for a few years 
will pay the cost of the shed. 


W inter W ork-Shops oa the Farm. 
Eveiv farmer who has a family of boj;?, or 
who keeps a num ber of hir id men through 
the winter season, should have a winter 
work-shop to keep them busy in during stormy 
weather. 
This work-shop should be a sort of 
general repair shop for the agricultural im ­ 
plements aud tools used on a farm. Such a shop 
may be made a great incentive to industry to 
the men and bojs, and a t the same time may 
cause the saving of raanyja; dollar to itsowner 
The shop should contain a blacksmith’s fire­ 
place and bellows (a portable one will do), aud 
an anvil and tongs and hammers for doing 
simple blacksmith jobs. 
I t should also con- 
taiu a wood-workers’ bench and vise and 
saws, drawi: g-kcives, planes, and other sim­ 
ple carpenters’ tools. 
A supply of hard 
wood should also be L id m —better if 
grown on the plact—for repairs of harrows, 
plows, towing and thrashing machinery. Few 
men know how really useful they ca . make 
themselves iu a shop thus equipped till they 
try it, and few farmers realize how willing 
the bays and hired men will be to make 
themselves 
u-n-ful till they have given 
them a chance to demonstrate that willing­ 
ness. Neither men nor boys like to be idle, aud 
if they are not furnished something useful to 
do they are apt to fiad something to do that 
is worse than idleness in its effects upon th tir 
habits and character?.

evident it is th at Vincent’s powers of 
ob-ervation are large, and th at they have 
been finely cultured. 
He knows not only 
how ta see and hear, but how to tell so that 
with his eyes and ears others may see and 
hear, and th at is a great art. 
H a tells m of 
a sea-girt kingdom, concerning which not 
enough has been written. 
We are taken in a 
delightful, if rapid jaunt, through .Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden, Lapland, 
Finland and 
other extrema northern regions, acd he opens 
to our view their wonders. 
Referring to hi? 
travels in the Arctic Zone Mr. Vincent 
make3 this prefatory comparison : 
In th ’s great division of the earth, instead of 
large, showy fl overs end gizantic parasitic pi nts, 
one finds the dw u f birch, the gr.>y alder shrub, pli­ 
ant willows, and m eaos pale with lichen. 
In zones 
where heat prevails, > sto re pours ou t her bounties 
h i profusely th t it would seem as though she rau3t 
perforce be niggard here. 
A bout the equator I 
found man ardent and effusive, the em otions re­ 
sponding with the vivacity i f chil hood to every 
impression, whether sad or joyous; but north of 
the polar circle his tem peram ent becom es frigid and 
passive, and, as in old age, almos-- insensible alike 
ta pain or pleasure. Could ther be antitheses more 
striking? lii such contrasts and comparisons, how­ 
ever, is found the greatest charm of Bureau travel. 
W e may add that Scandinavia and Finland 
should be of special interest to us, since so 
many of their natives emigrate to America, 
where, settling ia the rural districts of the 
great Wei teru States, they m aterially help 
an agricultural development. 
They add to 
onr manufacturing importance also by their 
skill. 
Since 1S20, 300,000 men and women 
have emigrated hither from Denmark, Nor­ 
way, Sweden aud Finland. Their children, 
born in the United States, would about 
double this estimate, thus raising the Norsk 
and Finn element in our population to a to'ai 
of 600,000. 
The States selected as new homes 
by these foreigners—who are still coming at 
the rate of about 15,000 a year—stand thus in 
order of patronage: 
M innesota, Illinois, 
Wisconsin aud Iowa. 
A small proportion of 
the emigrants are musicians, clergymen ami 
teachers ; others are clerks or adroit arti.-an?, 
such as carpenters, masons, and so forth. 
The vast m ajority are steady, frugal, hard- 
workiui; laborers and farmers. 
A few aro 
merchants, and many—of the women especi­ 
ally—are capable and faithful Ksrvar.te, aud 
thus constitute a phenomena unknown to our 
great surrounding cities.

method of teaching is through conversational 
exercises. 
I t is divided into a number of

an improve­ 
ment npon 
most 
conversational books. 
Its arrangements are complete, 
and 
it 
has evidently been compiled with great, care. 
B ut we cannot attribute to it the full im­ 
portance which the author, by his preface, 
claims. 
A dm itting the advantages of prac­ 
tice over theory with regard to the study i f 
living languages, we are not in accord with 
the author in the means to be employed for 
tne purpose cf studying French in this coun­ 
try. 
Purely conversational books can bo of 
but little value, except in the country where 
the language is spoken. 
The auth r iu his 
theory on practice forgets that to pr .ctice 
conversation you m ust meet daily somebody 
to spnik to. 
Oa the other hand, 1 1 obtain a 
full knowledge of a language, th at iq to 
read and understand books a regular method 
is nec?8c&ry, and 
all the conversational 
hooks in the world conld not procure it. 
Purely conversational books are valuable ae- 
cebS.,r¡ea to a re ular method for studying 
languages, and nothing more. 
The ser.tenets 
they contain, with the translation stand­ 
ing opposite, 
require 
on 
the 
part of 
the student a memorizing faculty w ith­ 
out inviting to proper thought exertion. 
For this reason and because the translation 
of sentences is, for the most part, a free 
translation, rr.d cannot give the student a 
correct idea of the literal sense of the words, 
we do not see th at much advantage is to be 
derived from the work of Sardou in this 
country, except it is used with the n.-i-’ouc- 
tf a teacher. 
The ar.'hnr recommends his 
wi rk particularly to French teachers and 
tourists. 
Iu their hands it may ba employed 
to much advantage. 
" W ild-W ork ” is a book from the press of 
D. Appleton & (Jo., New Y ork. 
I t is an 
8vo volume, by M ary E . Bryan, and is the 
story of a R edriver tragedy. 
I t aims at 
presenting, without prejudics or bias, a [def­ 
ine of the stale of society in the Southwest 
at th? close of the war of the rebellion, and 
to defi ie exactly the position of the “ carpet­ 
bagger,” how he was looked upon aud what 
was his real mission.

glimpses of the conditions surrounding the 
people of the South during the reconstruc­ 
tion period, and no reader will peruse it who 
will not have his thought? directed beueticLUy- 
toward the serious problem involved in the 
attem pt to unify the people of a’l the States.

Still 
these so-called half-enlightened gentlem en 
have no t th e slightest couception of the 
true m eaning of piety. 
They obviously 
m istake the greatest power for good iu 
m an for th at hum an weakness which m an­ 
ifests itself in his inconsistency and blun­ 
dering hypocrisy. 
W hile the m anifesta­ 
tions of a pious heart may be summed up 
in th e brief m axim of “ love of God and 
m an,” they nevertheless m ust needs branch 
off ami spread through every word, aot and 
thought of man. 
P iety and purity are 
identical. 
Iraelites who sneer a t the word 
“ p ie ty ” have, as a role, no regard and no 
use for “ p u rity .” 
Says th e London T ru th : 
“ A bitter 
quarrel has suddenly sprung up between 
Lord B ute and tho Presbytery of R othe­ 
say, w hich is likely to be fought out in the 
law courts. 
M ore than a century ago the 
first Lord B ute built a chapel in tho 
gioucds of M ount Stew art, which for two 
generations was used as the parish church, 
and the ‘ w orship’ was always m aintained 
there until the present M arquis became a 
Catholic, when it was closed. 
I t is now 
proposed to reopen the chapel as a Catholic 
school, and the whole island is in a flame 
a t tho notion of such a sacrilege.

authorities of the Scotch Church dispute 
the right of the M arquis to appropriate an 
edifice which was so long uiid.-r their con­ 
tro l to any such purpose. 
The reported 
‘joy ’ a t th e birth of the heir has been very 
evanescent—in fact, it never really ex­ 
isted, for Lord B ute is far from popular on 
his estates.” 
E sther Renaud has been expelled from 
the French convent which sue bad en­ 
dowed w ith her fortune. 
She was not 
guilty of insubordination nor careless in 
observing her vows. 
She was simply the 
victim of a disease which tortured her 033' 
and night aud disabled her from all work. 
The Superior decided th a t she wa3 a use­ 
less m outh and expelled her. 
She was ad­ 
vised by counsel th a t it was useless to 
think of recovering the endowments th at 
she had made, bu t th a t she m ight perhaps 
compel the convent to receive her back. 
She, therefore, applied to the Court of 
Appeal a t 
Bessm cou for reintegration 
m anu militari. 
The tribunal declaring it­ 
self incom petent, she w ent to the C ourt 
of Cassation, which has decided th a t the 
Superior of the convent, in virtue of an 
article of th e statutes for internal regula­ 
tion, has power to expel auy nun she 
pleases. 
E sther Renaud is, therefore, now 
an invalid pauper. 
O aly five of the 125 young men gradu­ 
ated this year a t Y ale propose to enter the 
m inistry. 
Facts like this a rt the cause of 
much sorrow in the denominational educa­ 
tional boards. 
Tne indication is a hopeful 
one, and is seen in connection w ith the 
graduating classes of other leading col­ 
leges. 
The result will be better than if an 
arm y of incom petents crowded into the 
m inisterial ranks w ith no other capacity 
than th eir good intentions. 
To curtail the 
over simply of young m inisters for a few 
years will be to give a chauce to those who 
are in the work, and to show the churches 
th at if they w ant good talent in their pul­ 
pits they m ust be w illing to pay a decent 
price for it, instead of keeping th e pastors 
on starvation salaries. 
A few w ealthy 
churches give handsome salaries, bn t the 
average pay of th e pastor who is not a 
man of extraordinary talents is from one- 
te n t’n to one-half of w hat he would earn 
iu alm ost any other profession. 
The Churchman, which is the leading 
organ of the H igh Church wing of the 
Episcopal Church, takes up the cry against 
the com m ittee who w hitew ashed ex-Shep­ 
herd Cowiey, and is very severe in its re­ 
buke of w hat it considers a disgrace to the 
church. 
Tne Observer devotes nearly a 
column to an editorial in a sim ilar strain. 
A ll th e religious papers which refer to the 
subject regard the action of the committee 
as open to the m ost severe criticism. 
M eanwhile, the ex-Shepherd himself comes 
before the public w ith an appeal for money 
w herew ith to 
publish new 
testim ony, 
which he declares to be greatly to his 
credit. 
H e w ants to show th at his trial 
and conviotion were the result of the 
m achination of his enemies, who hired 
children and others to perjure them selves 
in regard to the alleged acts of cruelty. 
I t íb understood th a t Cuwiey’s appeal for 
funds has not yet resulted in a liberal flow 
of the contributions of the benevolent. 
The Episcopal Convention lately held in 
Danville, Va., passed a resolution affirm­ 
ing th a t the tim e has now come “ when 
the clergy should recognize the fact th at 
negroes w ithin th eir parochial bounds are 
an integral part of th eir parochial work, 
and th a t such work cannot longer be ig­ 
nored or neglected.” 
T his looks a3 if the 
reverend clergy of th a t region had re­ 
garded the Divine commission to be for 
the sole benefit of th e w hite folks, and had 
thought it good to let th e colored popula­ 
tion take w hatever chances of salvation 
m ight 
rem ain after th e w hite 
people 
should be provided for. 
The statem ent of 
the resolution th a t “ the tim e has now 
come,” looks as if the time for effort in 
behalf of th e negroes had not arrived until 
now, or recently, and as if some special 
dispensation or new revelation had been 
made known adm itting darky souls to the 
blessings which have hitherto been the 
exclusive portion of those of fairer skins. 
W hatever m ay have gone wrong in the 
past, it is cheering to know th a t salavation 
Í3 now to be offered to colored folks as 
well as w hite.

A BRIE? HISTORICAL REVISW OP TEE 
LITERATURE OF SPAIN. 


Why Its Originality Declined—The Re­ 
vival of This Day—The Best Writers 
of the Fast and the Present. 


Nada deja la vida transitoria 
De! que pas. sin hori ir ni f&iua, 
Pues se trasfi-rma en polvo eu memoria

A w rong impression is still prevalent 
among m any people th a t Spain never pos­ 
sessed a literature w orthy of th e Dame ; 
th a t her orsly good work, containing the 
critic of ail ;ho rest, was “ Don Q uixote.” 
A study of Spanish literature, however, 
proves the fallacy of such an idea. 
Spaiu 
has produced num erous w riters, who have 
furnished a large num ber of rem arkable 
•w orks; and if she has borrow ed from 
other nations, she has also given them 
models w orthy of im itation. 
Viewed as a 
whole, Spanish literature m ay be divided 
into 
four 
periods, 
tw o of 
which 
represent 
its 
original 
development. 
The first is th a t of the M iddle Ages, with 
its essays of epopee, its brilliant rom an­ 
cero, its ihroaicles and soon after its didae- 
tic poetry. 
Its duration was from the 
tw elfth to the sixteenth c en tu ry 
The 
second period, em bracing th e sixteenth 
and the greater portion of the seventeenth 
century, shows a blooming state of the 
literary genius of Spain in every direction. 
Tüen came a period of torpor and sterility, 
which fills entirely the sixteenth century. 
The nineteenth century m anifests a move­ 
m ent of 
revival 
tending 
to 
procure 
for Spain an honorable place among ad ­ 
vanced nations. 
T he early invasion of the 
Arabs, w ith their 


LOVE OF POETRY, 
H istory and philosophical speculations, ex­ 
erted a beneficial influence upon the van­ 
quished descendants of the Goths, who, being 
intrenched in th e m ountains of A sturia, 
were greatly th eir inferiors in intellect and 
culture. 
The Moors spread their scientific 
knowledge, th tir oriental spirit and their 
chivalrous customs over a great portion oí 
Spain ; and even after the fall of G ranada, 
th eir last stronghold, and th eir retreat 
from th e territory, they left an impression 
which has never been entirely obliterated. 
Side by side heroic or rom antic poetry, 
called Romancero, and religious poetry 
were the first successful attem pts of Span­ 
ish literature. 
Ferdinand I I I took the 
grow th of arts and sciences under his pro­ 
tection ; a new and learned style, didactic 
poetry, was introduced. 
Alphonso X , 
following the example of his father in this 
civilizing work, tried to liberate the Span­ 
ish language from a foreign yoke. 
Sancho 
IV ., Alphonso X I. and John II. of (’astille 
took an active par; in the progress of their 
national literature. 
Prose ar.d romance 
were also cultivated in th a t first period. 
Prom inent among the old and rom antic 
chronicles is the chronicle of Don Roderiu 
aud the de-trnction of Spaiu. 
I t gives an 
account of K ing R id eric’s reign, of the 
conquest of the country by th e M oors and 
th e first attem pts to recover it, in th e be­ 
ginning of the eighth centurj-. 
Then came 
the religious romances of chivalry aud tho 
religious dram a, followed by the Celestina 
and Caucioneros. 
The secular dram a was 
inaugurated by Ju an de la E iz.na, the 
founder of the Spanish theater. 
De Torres 
N aharro, his follower, deserves special 
m ention as a dram atist. 
Don Enrique de 
Villena, son of Fernando I., K ing of A ra­ 
gon, distinguished himself iu the fifteenth 
century through his erudition and 


LEARNED STYLE 
Of w riting ; this, however, was rath er un­ 
fortunate ; for, being considered a sorcerer, 
the K ing’s-confessor a t his death threw 
into the fire nearly a’.l his w ritings w ithout 
even reading them . 
A poet attached to 
Villena was 
M acias el Enam orado, or 
Macias the Lover, a name which he earned 
through his amorous disposition. 
Indis­ 
cretions in his love affairs sent hiua to 
prison, where he avas assassinated by an 
outraged husband. 
The paet Lopez de M endoza deSantillana, 
a contem porary of both and a friend of 
V iilena, was held in high estim ation at the 
court of Castille. 
A nother w riter bearing 
a proud name and enjoying th e friendship 
of John II. avas Fernán Perez de Guzman. 
He wa3 at the same tim e a w arrior, a poli­ 
tician and a literary man. 
As a historian 
of note figured about the same tim e F er­ 
nando del Pulgar. 
B rought up a t court 
and at first Secretary to H enry IV . of 
France, he became Secretary and counselor 
to Ferdinand and Isabella, 
and exerted 
considerable influence in his time. 
In this 
first period we find

DURING THE SECOND I’ERIOD 
The destiny of Spain was greatly enlarged ; 
the reunion of the crowns of Aragon and 
Castilla, and the discovery of Am erica, 
had brought power and riches. 
U nder 
P hilip II. Spain possessed flourishing colo­ 
nies, 
and was m aster of Portugal, the 
Kingdom of Sicily and the N etherlands. 
L iterary activity was equal to this new and 
im portant condition, and the sixteenth cen­ 
tu ry inaugurated the m ost brilliant period 
in the histcry of Spanish literature. 
All 
styles of w riting, hitherto only partially 
fostered, were perfected ; but it was espe­ 
cially w ith the play, the romance and 
ascetic w ritings th a t Spain shone in those 
times. 
Lope de Vega, th e most prolific of 
Spanish authors, produced 
alone 1,S00 
dramas, w ithout borrowing anything from 
abroad. 
Depending entirely upon his own 
resources, he reached th e highest degree of 
popularity. 
Cervantes, th e 
author of 
“ Don Q uixote,” astonished the world by 
his incom parable w it and satire. 
The 
poets were so num erous in Spain at th at 
tim e th a t the saying of Lope de Vega, 
“ Fonr thousand poets at each street cor­ 
ner,” was not entirely w ithout foundation. 
Cervantes passed an adventurous life. 
He 
belonged to a noble b n t poor family, and 
had undergone all kinds of vicissitudes. 
In his youth he w ent to Italy and after­ 
wards became a soldier. 
In the battle of 
Lepanto he got badly wounded, and lost 
the use of one of his arms. 
H aving served 
against the infidels for a num ber of years, 
he was captured and sold into Blavery at 
Algiers. 
H e rem ained five years in slavery 
and endured great suffering, bu t was finely 
ransom ed. 
Bsing free, he took service 


again and m ade the w ar of Portugal. 
Cer­ 
vantes, notw ithstanding his genius, re­ 
mained in poverty during his whole life, 
and it was left to posterity to acknowledge 
his m erit.

EVEN MORE EVENTFUL. 
A soldier at 15 years he became afterw ards 
Secretary to the D uke of Alva. A fter hav­ 
ing m arried he fought a duel, in conse­ 
quence of which he was imprisoned and ex­ 
iled. 
H is first wife died, and Lope took 
part in the expedition of tho Arm ada. 
He 
m arried again, bu t soon lost his stcond wife 
and his son. 
S till he had some illegitim ate 
children. 
A t a more advanced age he be­ 
came religious, and entered the priesthood ; 
he wa3 even a fam iliar of th e Holy Inquisi­ 
tion. 
N otw ithstanding his fanatical dispo­ 
sition, Lope didmot then restrain his poetical 
inclination, bu t directed his efforts more 
tow ards religious subjects. 
To form an 
idea of the literary activity of Lope de 
Vega be it said tl a , adding 400 autos to 
the' 1,800 
drami-tio 
piteas 
and 
other 
works, it has been calculated th at he w rote 
133,000 pages c r 21,000.000 verse3. 
His 
principal w orks are : 
“ T he 
A rcadia,” 
“ D orotea,” “ San Y ri.lro," “ H erm osura 
de Angelica,” “ Jerusalem Conquistado,” 
“ Pastores de B elen,” “ Corona Trágico,” 
“ N uavoM nndo,” “ N aoim ientodeC hristo,” 
ete. 
For his comedies Lope equals in 
m any passages M oliere, if he is not supe­ 
rior to him. 
T here is life and gayetv, 
tru th and reality, in his dram a. 
The 
following short ex tract of a dialogue will 
show it : 
Lisardo and his friend Iliselo 
are w atching the door of a fashionable 
church to see a lady, w ith whom L 'sardo 
is in love, come out. 
Belisa, the lady in 
question, appears, attended by her devo­ 
tee aunt, Tr.eodora, who is lecturing her :

th e rom ancers -V flez de 
Onerara, Salas Burbadillo, Cespedes Dona 
M ariana C arvajal and Dona M aria de 
Zagas ; 
the historians and chroniclers— 
A ntonio de S.JÍ3. Gouzaies de Avila, M an­ 
uel de Helo, M oneada and S andoval; the 
political w riters and casuists—Gracian, 
Forner, Palafox, Siavedra F ajardo aud 
E cobar and Ins school. 
Tho n ext period m arka a decline of Span­ 
ish literature. 
T he m isfortunes of Spain 
reacted on th e progressive spirit of the 
nation. 
Bad and inferior w orks succeeded 
the excellent w orks of 
tho preceding 
period. 
P hilip V. of Bourbon, grandson 
of Louis 
X IV ’ . , having been proclaimed 
K ing of Spain, could not, and perhaps 
dared not, stem th e invasion of French 
customs and ascendency. 
French models 
being generally adm itted, there was no 
reasou why those of England and Italy 
should n o t; and so Spanish literature lost 
a great deal of its originality. . 


THE REVIVAL 
In this century has been, so far, very prom ­ 
ising. 
Consideration should be given to 
the efforts and the succcsb accomplished by 
snch distinguished historians as De Tor- 
reno, Munoz, M aldonado, Fereros, De Nav- 
arete, Gonzalo, M oron, Pacheco, and A m a­ 
dor de los R io s; by eloquent political 
writerB, as Galiano, M inana and M arino ; 
by erudits, as Duran, Salva, Torres Amat, 
De Ochoa Pidal and Cortes ; by poets and 
rom ancers, as Esponeeda, M artinez de la 
Rosa, De Saavedra, De Mora, Tapia, M aury, 
Alonso, De Rivas and Z irrilla. 
T he m ost celebrated Spanish w riters in 
our days are Einilio de C astelar and H artz 
enbnsh, who may he favorably compared to 
the be3t w riters of any country a t th e pres­ 
ent day. 
In conclusion I may state th at 
Spain, w ith regard to the num ber of w rit­ 
ers, and especially th e poets it has pro­ 
duced, stands second to none in the history 
of literature. 
She has not fam ished such 
superior lights as some countries, b u t w hat 
she has lost in quality she has gained in 
quantity. 
T he Spanish language is em i­ 
nently adapted to poetry. 
Charles V. 
called it th e language of th e gods, and 
IU ynai said th at it had tho brilliancy of 
gold and the sonorousness of silver.

N ewspapers were unknow n ia India fifty 
years ago.

In G erm any 11,941 new books and edi 
tions were published in 18S0—an enorm ous 
production, which indicates a large and 
growing class of book-buyers.

Arrest him in­ 
stantly and learn how he came.” 
The order was transmitted and every­ 
body was questioned. 
“ Have you seen Kamontsine ?” 
"Certainly,” said somebody : “ I saw 
him waltzing with the Couutes3 Dime roí.” 
“ Madame, you have been seen waltzing 
with Kamoutsine. 
The Emperor is very 
angry ; he desires to know’ with whom he 
came.” 
“ Not with me, mo3t certainly," an­ 
swered the Countess carelessly. “ I have 
only waltzed once, and it was with the 
Governor’s nephew from Odessa.” 
The Governor-General hurried up half­ 
distracted. Touching him on the arm with 
her fan the Countess said : 
"General, did you not present your 
nephew to me ?” 
“ Certainly, certainly, Countess ; but 
that has nothing to do with the present 
question. I am in search of Kamoutsine ; 
the Emperor is most indignant, and is de­ 
termined to know who brought him.” 
The Countess turned her back. At this 
moment the Court Minister appeared, re­ 
peating, “ The Emperor is furious,” 
“ I know it only too well,” exclaimed 
the Governor. 
“ Are you not ashamed to involve me in 
such an abominable hoax ?” 
“ Bat, your Excellency, I do not under­ 
stand how.” 
“ I tell you the Emperor is furious!” 
and the Minister rushed off in a rage. 
Finally a young aid-de-camp, ¿taking pity 
on his confusion and despair, whispered : 
“ You Excellency, it is you who are re­ 
sponsible for hi3 appearance.” 
“ I indeed !” really this was too much—- 
a mere aid-de-camp to presume to jest in 
this fashion with the Governor-General ! 
“ You presented him to the Countess 
Damerof ?” 
“ Indeed I did not. I presented my 
nephew to her.” 
“ But, your Excellency, yonr nephew 
is—not your nephew ; he is Kamontsine, 
and you can now see why the Emperor is 
so angry.” 
Throwing himself on a seat, the General 
held his head in both hands. 
“ What an idiot I am!” ho exclaimed, 
“and all the time I saw he bore no resem­ 
blance to any member of the family.” 
At last it was known who brought Ka­ 
moutsine, bat to arrest him wa3 a more 
difficult matter ; he had evaporated iu his 
haste, taking with him the dress coat the 
Governor had taken the trouble to pro­ 
cure for him. 
He had, however, the generosity to leave 
in his chamber the letter which fully 
cleared the Governor of any complicity. 
This letter was immediately taken posses­ 
sion of and shown to the Emperor, who 
condescended to langh ; certainly the trick 
had been well played ! But there are limits 
to imperial endurance. The police were 
dispatched in every direction. Twenty- 
four hours had passed before it occurred

•home of his ancestors, quietly reading a 
foreign review and taking his coffee. 
“ You have failed in respect to your sov­ 
ereign,” said the Chief of Police. 
“ I ! in what way ?” 
“ In allowing yourself to be seen at the 
Governor’s ball.” 
“ Come, now, this is cruel! how can any­ 
one have the heart to make game of an un­ 
fortunate exile? It is now nearly forty- 
eight hours since I obeyed the order of 
banishment!” 
“ You have intoxicated your gendarmes?” 
“ A libel! they intoxicated themselves. 
Do you really believe that it is a difficult 
matter to intoxicate a gendarme ?” 
“ But you intoxicated them in order to 
escape.” 
“ Another libel! When I saw them 
sleeping so heavily I came here by myself. 
It is rather humiliating, this being led 
about by gendarmes.” 
“ But you presented yourself at the res­ 
idence of the Governor after receiving your 
sentence of banishment.” 
“ Who has told you this story ?” 
“ Thirty persons at least saw yon 
there. ” 
“ Then thirty persons have been the 
victims of a most extraordinary illusion, 
for you can see for yourself that I cannot 
have left this house for two days.” 
“ That may be so,” said the chief, who 
began to ask himself if he were losing his 
eyesight; “ but my orders are to take you 
to St. Petersburg.” 
Kamontsine scanned him with a haughty 
expression. 
“ This must be a joke, and a very poor 
one it is ; but it seems that I mast obey." 
Daring the journey he maintained so well 
this air of injured dignity that the guards 
were thoroughly convinced of his inno­ 
cence. 
The Emperor had laughed—therefore 
Kamonstine received no severer punish­ 
ment than three months in the fortress— 
but not this time in the palace of the Gov­ 
ernor, who remained his bitter bfe-long 
enemy.

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THE AMERICAN 
SORROW 
FELT IH 
FRANCE—RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 


A Press Fete-Day—The Tulllerles Garden 
—In Charity's Name—A Beautiful 
Woman—A Popular Festival. 


Paris, September 25, 1SSI. 
The wail of sorrow which has gone up 
from the American nation found an echo 
in France, not ODly among tile alisen*; 
children of that bereaved country, but 
among the French people a3 well, to whom 
the sister Republic grows nearer and 
dearer, and who have followed with af­ 
fectionate solicitude the sufferings, patience 
and courage of the eminently good man 
now gone from us forever. 
Since General 
Garfield’s illness all dispatches received by 
our Minister, Mr. Morton, and those re­ 
ceived at the office ef the New York Herald, 
were each day copied iu all the French 
journals, that all France was suffering with 
him and hoping fur him, lingering in 
imagination near his bedside, where they 
listened to his palient voice, while they 
gently prayed that he might be allowed to 
live for his country. The death has there­ 
fore been to them like the loss of a friend, 
and many tears have fallen in memory of a 
wiffi’s and mother's sorrow, and sincere 
aud loud have been the lamentations over 
the departure cf a man such as the world 
can ill afford to lose. 
Although during 
the last few days it was felt that to be­ 
lieve iu the President’s recovery was hoping 
against hope, thii news of his death was 
none the less a terrible shock. On the day 
of the mournful tidiDgs hundreds of Ameri­ 
can flags draped in crape were seen irom 
the windows of the principal streets of the 
French capital. 
This national sorrow 
seemed to unite the Americans all in closer 
bonds of union than have ever ex’.3’ed be­ 
tween them when abroad, and raen on on 
meeting the other seemed to say wish tears 
in his eyes : “ Our President is dead, dead ! 
the victim of a dastardiy assassination, aud 
taken from us at the moment we most need 
his noble resolutions and powerful energías 
to ¡.uido us through the trying darkness 
which now seems upon us.” All official din­ 
ners and receptions to take place last week 
were postponed, and on Tuesday crowds of 
people arrived at the United States Lega­ 
tion 
TO OFFER THEIR CONDOLENCE 
To our Minister, Mr. Morton, among whom 
were the Presidents of the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies, most all the mem­ 
bers of the diplomatic corps, the highest 
State functionaries, several members of the 
llockambe.’.u aud Lafayet'e families, be­ 
sides a groat number of Senators and 
deputies, who all arrived to either inscribe 
their names or to express in person to Mr. 
Morton the shire they took iu the misfor­ 
tune which has just befallen the United 
States. 
On Thursday at 4 o’clock the Americans 
present at Paris met at the ProteBtant 
Chapel, llue de Berry, to publicly testify to 
their sentiments of sorrow and regret on 
the occasion of the death of President 
Garfield. In a plain but impressive speech 
Mr. Morton, wlio presided at the meeting, 
stated the object of the reunion ; he then 
related in touching terms his personal rela­ 
tions with General Garfield at the time 
they were both members of Congress, and 
he paid a high tribute to his great and 
solid qualities. After this speech, which 
deeply impressed all present, there were 
chosen for Vice-Presidents, General Ma - 
Clellan, who happened to be for a few days 
at Paris, Mr. Hayes, Mr. Selligman and 
Mr. Jacob Astor. On the motion of Gov­ 
ernor Hoffman, of New York, a committee 
was appointed to draw up and present 
RESOLUTIONS. 
Those resolutions, which were unani­ 
mously voted, were in substance as follows: 
That the crime which has deprived the 
United States of an eminent and venera­ 
ted chief fills them with horror; that their 
sympathies are respectively transmitted to 
the mother and widow of the martyr 
President; that they are profoundly 
touched by the expressions of affection and 
regret on the part of France towards the 
United States on this sorrowful occasion ; 
that President Arthur has their entire con­ 
fidence, and they feel assured that he will 
worthily fulfill the high functions which 
now devolve upon him. 
Several speeches were afterwards made 
to su.t&iu and develop these resolntions. 
The principal orators were Governor Hoff­ 
man, Mr. Stephen H. Tyng, a schoolmate 
of General Garfield ; Mr. Allen Butler, ex­ 
Senator Cattell of New Jersey, Mr. John 
Jay, and General Bead, former Consul- 
General of the United States to Paris. The 
assembly then dispersed after having voted 
a resolution beggiug Mr. Morton to transmit 
a copy of the resolutions voted to the Sec­ 
retary of State at Washington, to Mrs. 
Garfield and to Barthelemy Saint Hilaire, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in France. It 
is said that the United States Legation 
proposes to have a solemn service cele­ 
brated, to which all Americans, French 
and foreigners of distinction will be in­ 
vited, such as took place following the 
assassination of Lincoln. However, noth­ 
ing definite has been decided upon. All 
French journals of every political color 
have been 
UNANIMOUS IN THEIR EXPRESSIONS 
Of regret and sympathy with regard to 
the President’s death, and his untimely 
end has produced greater horror and more 
sorrow than even the assassination of Lin­ 
coln, forth¡3 last lost his life in the midst 
of the excitement of war aud brotherly 
hatred, whereas General Garfield was 
assassinated in the midst of peace and gen­ 
eral prosperity ; and although stern and 
insatiable war is known to thrust into the 
jaws of death numerous victims and mar­ 
tyrs, peace, with 
her all-protecting 
mantle, has guaranteed the absence of 
harm to the good. 
Besides, in these 
last years France, in struggling through 
the evolutions of government to an 
intelligent republic, has more closely 
and more frequently looked upon America 
to profit by the experiences of an older sis­ 
ter and draw inspiration from the same 
fountain of liberty, and for that reason is 
she more interested in and moved by the 
events which there transpire. 
A FETE DAY. 
The fete of tho Republican press, which 
took place last Snuday, proved a grand 
success. It was not continued several 
days, as was first the intention, but lasted 
only one day and evening, for the com­ 
mittee monopolized for the occasion the 
whole of the garden of the Tuilleries, 
which then presented the most curious 
spectacle ever seen since its existence. 
There is a portion of this garden which is 
more elevated than the rest, called 
the orangerie, for it is there are 
stowed away the orange trees and 
other tender plants during cold weather in 
hot houses especially prepared for them. 
This part of the garden overlooks the Place 
de la Concorde, and the view extending up 
the Champs Eiysees is magnificent. The 
trees, which are numerous, are tall and 
majestic, and everything combines to make 
it a delightful resort for fetes champetres. 
It is here each year is held a charity fair 
srperintended by the ladies of the beau 
monde—one may almost say the demi­ 
monde, for the distinction unfortunately is 
very slight in France. The remnants of 
the court society oi the empire on this oc­ 
casion make their appearance in all their 
laces and feathers, and deceive themselves 
with the belief that they still reign over a 
world occupied with their slightest bon 
mot. Charity on this occasion seems to be 
an excuse for the public exhibition of rich 
and elegant toilettes, as well as the very 
latest styles. These ladies, some of them 
young and beautiful, others old and very 


ugly, such as the Princess Metternich, are 
aided by some of the most popular and at­ 
tractive actresses, who, without exactly 
being their associates, feel little strange­ 
ness in their society, for the reason that 
they all possess the same gentlemen friends. 
These 
OFFICIOUS INDIVIDUALS 
Hover from one to the other very much as 
bees among the flowers, and as in no in­ 
stance arc they obliged to place a bridle on 
their tongues, they joyously revel in that 
la User alter peculiar to a gentleman of 
leisure. This last year the principal actress 
who assisted these very fashionable ladies 
was Mme. Judie, the very popular Mine. 
Julie, not of the Thratre Frmcais, where 
artists aro reckoned according to their 
talents, but of a theater of the Biulevard, 
where youog men on a lark love to stroll, 
and where to see mother or sister would 
cause them to blush with confusion. When 
quite a young girl she sat at the money 
desk of her uncle, who kept a caie. A Jew 
peddler came along and married the young 
lady, who did not seem to have any other 
ambition. Later, a composer of little cornic 
songs asked her ¡o try aud sing one, when 
he discovered that she had a rather pleas­ 
ant voice, which woald most likely tickle 
the fancy of the capricious Parisian. She 
then began to sing in a cafe concert, and 
without intelligence or remarkable beauty 
to aid her, soon became a favorite with a 
certain public. It is one of those incom­ 
prehensible circumstances belonging only 
io the French capital, and when Judie begs 
IN charity's name 
The gold-pieces fall fast from elegant 
hands, which consider it an honor to even 
in this manner touch her’s, whereas the 
actresses of the Tneatre Francais and oth­ 
ers of talent would hesitate to be associate 1 
with these grandes dames. J udic, of course, 
could not but feel flattered to find herself 
in their society, and so as not to excite 
their jealousy by outshining them in toilet 
or appearance, she was dressed as a peasant 
woman. She lead a di nkey, with two bas­ 
kets of cherries on either side of the sad­ 
dle, and peddled this fruit to the passers- 
by, taking in probably more money than 
any other vendense, for a crowd constantly 
followed hor, filled with admiration for 
the creature, who never opened her mouth 
for fear of shocking her hearers by her un­ 
cultured language, and who mechanically 
acted her rote as though actually upon the 
theater. I tiiink the most exquisitely 
beautiful creature I ever saw in my life 
was to be seen at this fair. She posse s-.d 
a perfect figure, was tall, with black hair, 
I iorions blue eyes, with their black lashes, 
and had poriectly regular features. Her 
dross was short, as were those of the other 
ladies, was of white satin, with small 
flounces of poiDt lace all up the front, and 
deep flounces of the same lace in the back: 
on her Jano-like head she wore a very 
large white leghorn hat completely covered 
with ostrich leathers, and over the whole 
fell an illusion veil reaching hrdf way down 
the dress. She stood in a gay ly-decorated 
kiosk, 
IN TnE MIDST OF FLOWERS 
And fans, which she offered for salo, and 
one could not but believe that she was the 
creature of son e more perfect pknet, so 
wouderfully beautiful was the picture she 
presented. The elegant English nobleman, 
who did her bidding aud waited upon her 
as a Eiibject on his queen, was atked her 
name, wnen, after hesitating as though re­ 
flecting on which she gave to the world, 
he answered, “ the Princess of Metternich.” 
He imposed on the ignorance of his inter­ 
rogators, for every one in Paris knows that 
the Princess Metternich is an extremely 
homely woman, aud that during the Em­ 
pire she wa3 in the habit of exercising 
much wit at the expense of her own un­ 
attractive appearance. The crowd in a 
mass stood before the kiosk gazing in won­ 
der at this godd'-ss of beauty. It was 
later explained that this marvelous crea­ 
ture belonged to the very poorest of the 
working classes of Pari?, and that owing 
to her unusual elegance and good looks,’ 
she was married to a Russian count, not 
even a prince, aud they say he who is no 
prince in that country is nobody, Sueh 
freaks of nature arc often seen among the 
poor French, who in spite of all their 
homelinesspmd misshaped bodies, do pro­ 
duce the like phenomena. 
The fete of 
the Republican press was well organized, 
and when 2 o’clock arrived the crowd 
poured in at every gate which was then 
thrown open, and almost immediately the 
garden presented an animated and joyful 
scene. It was above all 
A POPCLAR FETE, 
Where the working people, employers and 
bourgeois had come together to offer the 
testimony of their sympathy for those 
writers whom they read every day and 
with whom for so many years they have 
struggled and triumphed. Every thing up 
to the present day which has formed a port 
of the amusements of fetes was made use 
of on this occasion, and the immense 
grounds were covered with kiosks, circuses, 
show3 of all kinds, restaurants and cafes, 
booths filled with flowers, others with 
fruits, while not a few were quite original 
in their decorations and wares. Near the 
large basin was seen a Japanese b3zar 
organized by a distinguished journalist; in 
the booth, which was decorated with Japan­ 
ese lantern?, were a number of pretty young 
girls, all dressed in the rich Japanese cos­ 
tume, who sold porcelains, albums and 
drawings of that country. Behind this 
little house, in a pretty little garden of 
green plants, one of these young girls 
called the crowd by striking a mag­ 
nificent bell of old bronze, which it 
is said had been brought from Yeddo. 
Guignol—theimmortalGuignol—performed 
aa important part in amusing the children, 
who, by the clapping of their little hands 
and their happy laughter, contributed a 
large share to the geueral animation. At 
every step there was something to amuse ; 
ail the acrobats, jugglers, fortune-tellers 
and peddlers of sweaimeats did a thriving 
business, aud the different orchestras 
placed in all parts of the garden performed 
delightful music in the midst of the 
pleasure-seekiDg crowd. 
The immense 
garden towards the last became crowded, 
so much so that in some places cir­ 
culation was almost impossible. 
The 
lottery tickets, which cost twenty cents, 
permitted the owner to enter the fete, 
and a curious circumstance was, many 
having but one ticket, and not wishing to 
purchase another, remained in the garden 
the entire day,, and instead of going home 
to dinner had some accommodating friend 
on the outside pass them provisions through 
the iron grating, when they sat upon the 
grass, the steps, anywhere to eat their din­ 
ner. The fete in the evening was magnifi­ 
cent. At 8 o’clock the illuminations were 
in full blaze, when the colored glasses 
rivaled in effect the powerful electric 
lights. 
Both 
the 
Jablochkoff 
and 
Wedcrmann 
lights, 
extending along 
the 
different 
aveDues, 
produced a 
fairy-like scene. 
The crowd outside 
was also very great, who waited to enjoy 
the fireworks, which were sent off at 10 
o’clock and proved magnificent, and were 
heartily applauded by some twenty thou­ 
sand persons. In the theater of the or­ 
angerie there was a large crowd, and the 
same animation. From half-past 7 until 
midnight two representations were given, 
with the assistance of the principal artists 
of the different theaters and eighteen dan- 
seuses of the Grand Opera. 
One may 
have an idea of the attraction of these en­ 
tertainments when the spectators, so as to 
lose nothing of the vast programme of the 
day and evening, remained in the hall of 
the orangerie, without eating or drinking, 
from 3 o’clock in the afternoon until mid­ 
night. The receipts of the fete amounted 
to 380,000 francs. The expenses were 
150.000 francs, so that the Society for the 
Assistance of Indigent Journalists realized 
230.000 francs.

A HOPEFUL FORECAST. 


THE KSELEY MOTOR AGAIN. 
There is no suck instance of firm faith 
in modern times as has been afforded by 
the stockholders in the Keeley Motor. 
They have held on to their belief in the 
ultimate success of that misty piece of 
mechanism with a perfectly pathetic per­ 
sistence, and now they have been rewarded 
by an exhibition so strangely arranged that 
a skeptical reporter was moved to charge 
the inventor with having concealed motive 
power in a locked room nnderneath that 
in which the motor was shown. And the 
inventor, when bo accused, is said to have 
exhibited “ confusion,” and to have re­ 
fused to allow the locked room to he ex­ 
amined. He said that he had locked up 
there some mysterious machinery for a 
California customer, but this statement 
did not obtain acceptance, and it is evident 
that the favored few who had been ad­ 
mitted to the exhibition went away with 
the conviction that the Keeley Motor is a 
fraud. Of cpurse Mr. Keeley cannot ex­ 
pect the world to accept the theory that his 
motor is like the gift of mediumship, only 
to be tested nnder “ suitable conditions.” 
If it is a reality, he must show it without 
any reservations or concealments. If it is 
a humbug, he cannot much longer with­ 
hold the truth from the publio. Thus far 
we must say that the indications do not 
point to the genuineness of his discovery 
at all, bat in fact point quite the other 
way.

NOT AN ENGLISHMAN. 
Our evening contemporary makes the 
m istake' of aaying that Henry George 
ia an Englishman by birth, Henry George 
ia a native-born American, and Philadel­ 
phia is the city which had the honor of 
producing him. It is as well to set such a 
matter as this right at once, for we cannot 
forget the terrible warning conveyed by 
the quarrels between the claimants for the 
ionor of the birthplace of Homer, 


Colonel Chesney contributes to the 
Furttiirjhlly Review an article in which he 
takes the most hopeful view of the future. 
He believes that the prosperity of the hu­ 
man race, or perhaps we should Bay of the 
civilized part of it, is about to become 
greater than at any former time, and that 
this is to be the result of the opening up 
of new and rich productive areas in North 
America. He says: “ There are marked 
“ indications at the present time that the 
“ production of food in North America is 
“ now about to undergo a rapid aud enor- 
“ mous expansion, far exceeding for the 
“ time what is required for the normal 
“ iucrease of the world’s population. If 
“ this forecast be correct we are on the eve 
“ of a sudden access of general prosperity, 
“ which, although not without its inci- 
“ dental evils, among others the depres- 
“ sion of the Eng ish agricultural interest 
“ until the conditions of English agricuit- 
“ ure are modified and become adapted 
“ to the new state of things, may have the 
“ effect of raising in a marked degree the 
“ general standard of wellbeing of the 
“ whole of Europe. It would seem, in- 
“ deed, that we are about to witness the 
“ beginning of a great commercial revolu- 
“ tion, of a kind wholly beneficial to man- 
“ kind, when the rapid extension of the 
“ cultivation of new soils on an enormous 
“ scale will stimulate in a degree never be- 
“ fore wi tnessed the demand for all other 
“ kinds of production, and will put off the 
“ time of general over-production of the 
" only possible kind—an over-production 
“ of men—into the indefinite future.” 
This certainly is a very optimistic way of 
looking at the situation, and while it con­ 
tains not a little justification, it is evi­ 
dently also marred by extravagance. 
That the sudden and enormous expan­ 
sion of the food products of the world must 
result in the creation of new and great 
masses of surplus capital is clear enough. 
It may also be admitted that the well­ 
being of mankind generally cannot but be 
increased to some extent by such a 
change. But it must be borne in mind 
that if the tendencies of the age are toward 
the expansion of the productive area, they 
are equally marked in the direction of the 
concentration of capital in the bands of a 
few. During the present century the con­ 
dition of the masses of men in Europe and 
this country has gradually improved, but 
the improvement has been much greater 
here than in Europe. In that period the 
people have been provided with a multi­ 
tude of comforts and luxuries. Their food, 
their clothing, their habitations, have all 
been improved, and their health has im­ 
proved at the same time. It is undeniable 
that the prosperity which has followed 
the development of new lands has filtered 
down to the lowest strata of society. But 
the candid economist will be forced to ad­ 
mit that when all is said that the facts 
warrant in regard to the extent of the 
benefits enjoyed by the masses, the truth 
will remaiu that they have only tasted the 
good which has been availed of to the ut­ 
most by a small minority. 
The work of the world is done by those 
who profit least by it. The prizes of civ­ 
ilization are won by those who Buffer the 
least. 
In the coming expansion of the 
productive area, therefore, assuming Col­ 
onel Chesney to be right in his belief, we 
must expect that the tendencies now in 
operation will continue to control the situa­ 
tion, and that the concentration of capital 
will proceed even more rapidly than now. 
This does not imply the cant phrase about 
the rich becoming richer and the poor 
poorer. No such expression as that is jus­ 
tified by existing conditions. The actual 
fact is that the rich and the poor are both 
becoming richer together, and that the one 
ground for dissatisfaction is the difference 
in the rate of advance. The rich grow 
richer rapidly. The poor improve slowly 
in their condition. And as the develop­ 
ment of new productive areas involves 
the investment of great bodies of capital in 
the agencies of transportation and distribu­ 
tion, it must be anticipated that the present 
situation will undergo no radical change, 
unless it is changed by some important 
movement of which so far there are no indi­ 
cations. But there have for several years 
been such tokens of growing impatience 
with the slow growth of prosperity among 
the masses as should have opened the eyes 
of the wise to a certain danger appertain­ 
ing to the future. There is a time in every 
civilization when the masses Eee n content 
with their condition, and do not envy their 
rich class. Presently this content disap­ 
pears, and gives place to a mutinous 
spirit. 
As the people gradually acquire 
power and knowledge their condition im­ 
proves, and they begin to progress visibly. 
For a time this kind of progress satisfies 
them, but as they become more intelligent, 
less dazed by drudgery, and more capable 
of reflection, they are apt to ask them­ 
selves why, possessing political supremacy, 
they should submit to inferiority of any 
kind. 
They thus become impatient of their 
progress, and even because that progress 
is real they grow intolerant of the suc­ 
cesses of the wealthy minority. So far 
we have managed rather to drift than 
to steer clear of this rock, but it is a seri­ 
ous question whether we shall always be 
so fortunate. 
“ The people,” said a 
prophetic Southern statesman many years 
ago, “ will not always consent to remain 
“ poor with the ballot in their hands.” In 
the past decade there have been many 
mutterings as of a coming storm, but it 
has not yet come. If the world’s wealth 
is to be suddenly increased, and the great 
private fortunes of the time are to be mag­ 
nified still further, assuredly a fresh strain 
will be put upon our institutions, for all 
the temptations to demagogism will also 
be multiplied. We hope that the glowing 
predictions of Colonel Chesney may be 
verified, but we apprehend at the same 
time that the world may grow rich too 
rapidly for its own good, and that in such 
an access of prosperity not only the chief 
beneficiaries, but those who reap the least 
tangible advantages, may lose their heads, 
and fall into serious difficulties. 


MR. PAGE DECLINES TO PROFIT BY 
EXPERIENCE. 
It is stated that Congressman Page has 
gone to Washington for the patriotic pur­ 
pose of punning his private revenge by 
demanding the official head of Mint Su­ 
perintendent Burchard. This shows that 
Mr. Page refuses to profit by experience. 
Híb recent disastrous failure in the assault 
upon Superintendent Dodge, and the ex­ 
posure which accompanied that failure of 
the utterly indefensible motives which 


nspired it, ought to have convinced him 
that a modest retirement would be the best 
salve for his damaged reputation. But it 
seems that he entertains a very peculiar 
view of his own duties. When his services 
to his Congressional District are required 
ho is generally not to be found, or if found 
he is curiously unfortunate in his efforts. 
But when a question arises of Congres­ 
sional patronage ; when a chance of making 
fresh openings for his special favorites 
appears ; he plunges into the work with a 
zeal which knows no limit. Mr. Page, in 
fact, appears really anxious to earn the 
discredit of being a Congressman who 
cares for nothing but the spoils; an 
exaggerated specimen of the mo3t objec­ 
tionable type of “ machine ” politicians. 
There is no public justification for his 
contemplated attack upon Mr. Burchard. 
There 
wa3 
no 
public 
justification 
for his attack on Mr. Dodge. In both 
eases it is impossible to postulate any­ 
more worthy or diguiSed motive than a 
desire to “ get even” on officials who have 
been independent enough to refuse to wear 
his yoke. Yet there is plenty of work 
demanding to be done for his constituents 
and for his State. W hat measure of any 
public usefulness has Mr. Page been 
associated with ? In the formidable debris 
controversy, in which Congressional action 
ought to have been taken years ago, the 
member from the Second District has 
taken apparently no interest whatever. 
He got an appropriation for Oakland to 
make a harbor which was no more needed 
than a fiith wheel on a coach ; aud that is 
about all he has done for his district. 
But let there be a question of patronage ; 
let an office or two be taken from his con­ 
trol ; and his soul is in arms at once. 
He hurries off to Washington to bait his 
adversaries, or he demands committees of 
investigation, frankly declaring that he 
ha3 nothing but the “ spoils” in view. Ho 
failed in his assault upon Dodge, and now ho 
ia preparing for a renewal of the Eame kind 
of scandalous exposure of himself. It is to 
be regretted that he has no friends who 
have the sense to dissuade him from a line 
of conduct which is so certain to swallow 
up the fragile reputation he has been so 
many years in building up. It is a pity 
none of his intimates are courageous 
enough to tel! him that iu making these 
wild and spiteful attacks upon officials 
who have committed no more serious of­ 
fense than contemning his authority, he 
is not only rendering himself ridiculous, 
but is drawing attention to the startling 
difference between the zeal he brings to 
the pursuit of his private revenges, and 
the apathy he exhibits when the interests 
of his constituents are in question. And 
they might tell him too, if they were not 
afraid of such plain speaking, that hiB re­ 
cent doings are ill calculated to recommend 
him to the Republicans of the Second Dis­ 
trict for another nomination to Congress. 
THE POPE AND THE PILGRIMS. 
The Pope has been talking to the pil­ 
grims to whom he gave an audience the 
other day, in a very melancholy way. He 
is reported as saying that “ the deplorable 
“ state of affairs placed before him the 
“ alternative of being reduced to continued 
“ captivity, made harder daily, or of goiDg 
‘‘into exile. 
He therefore asked the 
“ Catholics to watch and pray for the lib- 
“ erty and independence of the Pope.” He 
conclnded by saying that “ he was no 
“ longer secure in bis palace ; that he was 
“ outraged in his person and his dignity in 
“ a thousand ways.” As if to give em­ 
phasis to the Pope’s remarks, a gang of 
roughs pelted the pilgrims as they left St. 
Peters, crying, “ Down with the Vatican !” 
The roughs, however, of course did not 
represent the Italian Government, and it 
is that of which the Pope complains so bit­ 
terly. W hat he expects from these com­ 
plaints it would be hard to conjecture. 
Of course the story of his captivity 
can only be understood in a Pick­ 
wickian sense. 
Nothing hut his own 
will confines him to the Vatican. He 
is as free to go abroad as any other Italian. 
Moreover the Italian Government has 
given him an annual grant of $600,000, 
which he refuses to touch, which has now 
been accumulating for several years, and 
which will perhaps eventually be covered 
into the national treasury under the stat­ 
ute of limitations. The position of the 
Pope has been chosen by himself, not 
forced upon him. The temporal power of 
the Papacy is gone, and it cannot be re­ 
covered. There is no power in the world 
which would lift a finger to bring back 
that state of things, and united Italy 
neither can nor will listen to any proposi­ 
tion of the kind- As to the Pope’s recent 
vague hint about going into exile, he 
would render that suggestion more telling 
by Btating in what direction he thinks of 
going. For when this idea of his emigra­ 
tion is examined, it at once become appar­ 
ent that he cannot go anywhere. No 
other European power is prepared to 
offer him 
an asylum in which he 
would be in the least degree more inde­ 
pendent than he is at Rome. And besides, 
papal emigration has been tried already, 
and it did not answer. The present Pope 
probably has no further purpose in throw­ 
ing out these hints than to set in motion 
whatever influence can be brought to bear 
upon the Italian Government. But there 
is nothing to be done in that quarter. 
Already the Ministry is embarrassed by 
the refractory attitude of the Vatican. 
Already the Radical party is demanding 
the abrogation of the Papal Guaranties. 
And the Government has real dangers to 
apprehend from the Radicals, whereas the 
Pope can do nothing but rail at it, what­ 
ever it does. The presumption therefore 
is that no obstacle will be put in the way 
of the Pope’s emigration. If he chooses 
to leave Rome, and Italy, he can do so at 
any time. But should he do this, and 
afterwards repent of his action, he would 
perhaps find it difficult to re-enter the 
Eternal City. The fact is that the 
policy adopted by Pius Ninth, and so per­ 
sistently followed by his successor, has 
thus far produced Bimply no effect. The 
simulation of captivity and suffering has 
not had the slightest influence upon Eu­ 
ropean politics and statecraft. The final­ 
ity of the cessation of temporal power has 
on the other hand become more patent 
every year, and what is more, the attitude 
of the Papacy toward the Italian Govern­ 
ment has gradually drifted from a mere 
annoyance into a burning question, which 
is more and more involving the dignity and 
authority of the monarchy, and which can­ 
not much longer be held at arms’ length. 
Had the Vatican accepted the situation it 
might have remained at Rome indefinitely, 
As it is the question will before long be 


forced upon the Government as to whether 
the Pope shall eubmit or go, and if he 
chooses the latter alternative be will find 
himself in a worse situation than ever. 
PENNSYLVANIA POLITICS. 
Mr. Wolfe, who is running for State 
Treasurer of Pennsylvania on an Independ­ 
ent Republican ticket, is making a tre­ 
mendously damaging fight against the 
“ bosses” who have held the State by the 
throat so long. He has got hold of a piece 
of history which Bhows the said “ bosses'’ 
to have played tricks which would have 
sent common people to the Penitentiary. 
The story is as follows: The Governor, 
Secretary of State and Treasurer, all of 
whom were “ stalwarts,” conceived the 
brilliant idea of making their fortunes by 
speculations in oil. They had no money 
themselves, but they had command of the 
State Treasury, and out of that they actu­ 
ally took a quarter of a million dollars, 
which they of course fully intended to re­ 
turn. The rest of the story follows the famil­ 
iar and monotonous course of every embez­ 
zlement and defalcation. Their calculations 
turned out to be fallacious. Instead of 
making their fortunes they lost all their 
money, and the $250,000 belonging to the 
State besides. 
Then they found them­ 
selves in a terrible strait. Exposure could 
only be deferred a short time unless the 
money could be returned to the Treasury. 
The conspirators threw themselves upon 
the mercy of tho “ bosses.” Cameron and 
his colleagues camo to their relief, and at 
length the deficiency wa3 made good. But 
the money appears to have been out of the 
Treasury for more than a year, and during 
that period the schools were allowed to 
fall in arrears, and the poor teachers were 
deprived of their salaries, and were com­ 
pelled to discount their warrants at a 
heavy loss. This is the story that the 
Independent candidate, Wolf, is now 
telling from the stump, and it is needless 
to add that it is producing a profound 
sensation. The “ bosses” are actually 
terrified by the boldness and energy of 
their antagonist, and the popular voice is 
with him. It is now believed that the 
“ bosses” are already beateD, and that 
though Wolf’s election is out of tho ques­ 
tion, he will have achieved the brilliant 
feat of smashing the corrupt ring which 
has dominated Pennsylvania politics for so 
long a time. The facts which Wolf is 
narrating are unfortunately true, and there 
is therefore no answer to them. The 
“ bosses ” can only abuse him and call him 
an apostate and a bolter, and that kina of 
denunciation does not injure him in the 
least. The Cameron clan appears to be on 
the verge of an overthrow which they are 
very unlikely to recover from, aud when 
the next general election comes round the 
Independent champion will be available 
for an office to which he can be elected. 


ARCHBISHOP CROSS AND THE LAND 
LEAGUE. 
Archbishop Croke has issued a letter 
severely condemning the “ no rent ” prop­ 
osition of the Laud League, and declaring 
that though he has been with the League 
iu all its demands for fair play for the 
tenant, he must part company with it 
when it adopts so indefensible and suicidal 
a policy. The Archbishop has recognized 
the impossibility of an alliance between 
those who stand for any organizad social 
system and those who, through this out­ 
rageous proposition, practically unfurl the 
black flag, and avow themselves Nihilists. 
He perceives that what the League in its 
desperation advocates at thi3 moment is 
neither more nor less than wholesale plun. 
der and robbery, and that no Government, 
even were it a purely Irish Government, 
could permit such a doctrine to be preached 
or such a policy to be carried out. All 
conservative and reflecting Irishmen will 
doubtless take the stand of the Arch­ 
bishop. They cannot follow the Land 
League into anarchy and chaos, and they 
will not. The Archbishop has spoken for 
the rational part of the Irish people, and 
his letter will probably have the effect of 
producing a halt iu the headlong gallop to 
ruin which the League leaders are inciting. 
The proclamation of the League as unlaw­ 
ful, and the announcement that hereafter 
its meetings will be prohibited, will further 
compel all who have not enlisted “ for 
“ the war ” to make their decision 
swiftly. 


GUITEAU’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 
Guiteau’s autobiography, which was 
published in the New York Herald a short 
time ago, would assuredly never have been 
written, much less printed, had the subject 
of it foreseen that the plea of insanity 
was to be urged on bis behalf. For while 
it contains plenty of silly writing, it is as 
purposeful, connected, intelligible and lull 
as such a work could well be. We do not 
think any one could read the story of his 
life a3 told by himself without beiDg con­ 
vinced that though he lacks something 
which most men possess—call it a moral 
sense, a sense of shame, or what you will— 
yet he is as sane as nicety-nine out of 
every hondred persons in the country, and 
keener than a great many. His account 
of his motive for killing the President may 
be said to show that he lacks the faculty 
of weighing the relative importance of 
considerations, but it really shows that 
his craving for notoriety was at the bot­ 
tom of the assassination. He was willing 
to bear all the obloquy of the crime for the 
sake of knowing that he had secured a 
place in history, even though an infamous 
one. There is surely no more madness in that 
than in the spirit which nerves a mission­ 
ary to go to martyrdom. Guiteau’s state 
of mind may indeed be said to be the con­ 
verse of that of the religious enthusiast. 
He was borne up by this idea of an infa­ 
mous immortality, and he is by no means 
alone in this kind of scurvy ambition. 
When he is put on trial, however, we 
should think it would be only necessary 
to read his autobiography to the jury to 
convince them that he is quite sane enough 
to be hanged. 
THE CASE OF TYNER. 
Tyner has had his delayed or suppressed 
report published, and it certainly contains 
some very outspoken statements in regard 
to the frauds of the star route thieves on 
the Pacific coast. So far as the language of 
the report is concerned it appears to have 
been written with a direct purpose to bring 
about the exposure and pnnishment of 
these frauds. But before it can be possible 
to judge from it concerning Tyner’s posi­ 
tion, it is necessary to know precisely 
what he refuses to tell, namely, why it was 
suppressed for two years. It is true he 
says it was not suppressed by him, This 


is shifting the responsibility, or seeking to 
shift it. But to do that he must Bay by 
whom thereport wasconcealed. The present 
presumption is that he has reference to his 
late official superior. He makes a very 
serious charge against the latter by implica­ 
tion, and it is clear that he has said either 
too little or too much. At present his ex­ 
planation explains nothing, but rather 
deepens the mystery attaching to the case. 
He will have to speak very much more 
plainly if he expects to clear himself be­ 
fore the country. 


THE “ GREAT EASTERS.” 
It seems that the Great Eastern steam- 
ehip has fallen so low that when put up 
to auction no more than £30,000 could be 
got for her, aud her owuers hail to buy her 
ia at that humiliating figure. It cost $50,000 
more than that to get her launched when 
she stuck fast npon the ways at the begin­ 
ning of her luckless career. She has prob­ 
ably cost her successive owners in the 
neighborhood of $5,000.000, aud now after 
a series of disasters and disappointments 
she lias become so thoroughly discredited 
that she cannot be sold for more that $150,­ 
000. Surely it will be a long time before 
anyone thinks of building a mammoth 
steamship again. 


PUNCHED AND DEFACED COIN. 
Punched, filled and clipped coins have not 
diminished in number in the circulation of 
money in this city. In July aud August the 
increase in volume of defaced coins was so 
great as to prove a serious detriment in many 
quarters and resulted in losses by no means in­ 
considerable. The banks afforded convenient 
medium for the gathering and withdrawal 
from circulation of these coins, the retail 
dealers selling 3uch a3 they gathered to the 
banks for disposal as bullion. This seemed to 
check the flood for a lime, and during Sep­ 
tember less defaced and clipped coin was to 
be seen in circulation. October, however, 
was marked by an increase of this kind of 
coin, and it is now as plentiful as 
ever, and beside more defaced 
gold 
coins have made their appearance than 
before. 
The public 
mind has been 
inquiriug as to the sources of tni« defacing of 
the coin of the nation. It seems to have been 
generally accepted as a satisfactory answer 
that the Chinese are the chief criminals in 
this line. Close inquiry, however, does not 
justify this conclusion. 
A United States 
Sub-Treasury detective responds to inquiry cn 
the subject by the statement that in New 
York city nine-tenths of the punching of coins 
is done by Cubans. They clamp a large 
Dumber of silver coins together in a roll, and 
by aid of a machine made for the purpose 
drill a hole through the lot in lees time than 
it takes to write the statement. Thus about 
one twenty-fifth of the coiu value of each piece 
is taken out, or 25 cents out of every roll of 
twenty silver quarter dollars. It appears 
alse that many of the punched coins come 
from Mexico and South America, where 
United States coins are plentiful and are 
sought for. 
It appears, so difficult is 
it to trace up this criminal practice, 
that but two convictions for it have 
beeu secured during ten years last past. 
Those who sweat gold coin are more often 
reached. Mr. Floyd, the chief clerk of the 
assay office at New Yolk, says that the Gov­ 
ernment rules relating to lnht-weight gold 
coins are defective, and tend to keep such 
coins in circulation. When a gold coin less 
than twenty years old is abraded to more 
than A per cent, of it3 value, it is stamped 
with an “ L” at the sub-treasury and re­ 
turned to whoever off-rs it, instead of being 
sent to the Mint. The object is to force the 
holder to take it to the assay office or Mint 
to be sold at its real value, instead of which 
it goes into circulation again. The trouble is 
that Congress has never made any provision 
for redeeming mutilated or even abraded coin. 
Many persons think that all pieces that have 
been worn down beyond recognition in actual 
service should be redeemed at par. The diffi­ 
culty is to tell when a piece has been worn 
smooth through use or brought to that con­ 
dition by sweating or other artificial means. 
Mr. Floyd considers that the mutilation of 
pilver coin does not need Government inter­ 
ference, because, unlike the abrasion of gold, 
the mutilation of a silver coiu can be de­ 
tected at ouce, and it rests with the public to 
drive such coins cut of circulation. In this 
city greater care is nuwexercued regarding de­ 
faced silver coins than at any previous time, 
and there is no person in the community now 
bo poorly informed as not to be able to detect 
when the Goddess of Liberty on the dime or 
the quarter ha3 had her head punched off, 
and a pewter caput substituted. Eveu the 
children are wary and examine coins given 
them for change when on market errands, 
with keen eyes. Some plugged gold coin is 
in circulation here so nicely bored out from 
edge to center, and so well filled, a3 to be de­ 
tected only by experts.

Conclusion of Their Work at 
Marysville. 


[By telegraph from the Ukcord-Usion’s Special 
Reporter.] 


M a r y sv ille, October 21st.—The commit­ 
tee investigating the subject of debris have 
concluded their labors here, and leave for 
Sinartsville this afterroon. The following 
industrial establishments iu this city were 
visited and these facts given to the commit­ 
tee concerning them : 
The Empire Foundry engages specially in 
the manufacture of the Little Oiant, used in 
hyhraulic mining. R. Haskins, of the es­ 
tablishment, is patentee, aud this firm are 
sole manufacturers of this appliance, and 
ship it to many parts of the world. It was 
first patented in ISOt. 
Marysville Foundry, owned by Booth & 
Co., principally engaged ia manufacturing 
mining machinery, ia which nearly all iron 
used is from Clipper Gap mines. From 30 
to 40 men are employed, aud about $11-0,000 
in value of goods are turned out each year. 
The Marysville Woolen Mills c ,utam 
twenty-three looms and six_ spinning ma­ 
chines, having two hundred spindles each, and 
five sets of cards. Eighty-five persons are 
employed, and the expenses are about 6700 
per day. About 4,000 pounds of wool is con­ 
verted into blankets aud fabrics daily, and 
goods to the value of about $250.090 are pro­ 
duced yearly. The sum of $20,000 has been 
expended this season iu building an additional 
st >ry 'o the works and in the purchase of 
new machinery. 
The Buckeye Mills Company use from 800 
to 9(10 sacks of wheat daily, averaging 125 
pounds per sack, making about 400 birrels of 
flour, aad for which, at pre-cnt price, $1,S00 
is paid. In addition to this, about twenty 
ton3 of barley is ground per dry. The com­ 
pany ship, in addition to home trade, to 
China and Europe. A single shipment was 
recently made to Enrope of 10,000 barrels. 
The committee ha3 received the following 
information in relation to the condition of 
Levee District No. 5 in Sutter ccainty, lying 
along the north side of the Feather river, 
from a point a short distance above Nicolaus 
to the Sacramento river, and as far north as 
the noted Parks dam, some five miles be­ 
low the town of Colusa. A small strip ex­ 
tending along a portion of the Sacramento is 
not included in this district: There has been 
expended upon the levees oí this district, for 
which bonds were issued, $780,000, besides 
several hundred thousand dollars for which 
bonds were not issued. Tne entire district, 
and all levee work within it, have been aban­ 
doned, and the portion of the district along 
the Feather river is heavily aud irredeemably 
covered with debris. 
Superintendent Charles Waldeyer, of the 
Cherokee mine, on Dry creek, Butte county, 
appeared before the committee and stated 
that the company has a canal about thirty- 
five miles in length, formed by embankments 
thrown up from 400 to G00 feet apart and six 
feet high, along an adobe plain, having a fall 
of about three and a half feet to the mile. 
The company u :es about 3,000 inches of wa­ 
ter in the winter, and 2,200 in summer, and 
washes down from 6 000 to 7,000 cubic yards 
of earth per day. He claimed that the slick- 
ens from the mines was a benefit to the 
adobe lands wheu it had flowed over them. 
John Macbeth, superintendent of the com­ 
pany’s canal, stated that the farmers in that 
section procured this diversion of water from 
the canal upon their lands for the purpose of 
fertilizing and improving them. He also gave 
a statement S3 to the crops which Lavo been 
successfully raised upon deposits tfiree feet 
deeo from this mine. 
The Superintendent ia answer to ques­ 
tions by the committee, admitted that the 
deposit, when not mixed v ith earth, was 
whitish, like usual sii;kens, aud cracks 
open when dried, but claimed that when 
once broken up it became fertile soil, and re­ 
mained so thereafter. 
While visiting about the vicinity of thi3 
city the c -mmit^ea observed that the City 
and Catholic Cemeteries are outside of the 
city line, where they were covered by the 
flood last winter about three feet in depth, 
and, it was remarked, will no doubt soon be 
covered with debris, and perhaps as deep as 
those on the Bear river heretofore re­ 
ferred to. 
The debris question is evidently im­ 
pressing itself closely upon the minds 
of 
the investigating 
committee. 
The 
Chairman states that last night he had 
slickens in his dreams. He, with the 
utmost supposed reality, saw a man about to 
take a swim in the rich yellow compound 
flowing in the Yuba river, and as he was 
thinking of the undesirable thickness or 
body there was to the bath, the would-be 
swimmer made an effort to dive, but having 
forced his head in, failed to get any further, 
and was stack fast in the slickens. In his 
uncontrollable sympathy for the victim the 
committeeman bravely risked, as he thought, 
his own fife to rescue him, and after a pro­ 
longed and fruitless effort, awoke in a violent 
state of iinspiration, but greatly relieved in 
mind at the fortunate denouement,

In (he H eart of (he H ydraulic .Mining 
Region. 
S m aktsyille (Yuba county), October 21st. 
The committee of the San Francisco Board 
of Trade arrived at this place from Marys­ 
ville to-night. They are accompanied by 
representatives of the press and of the mining 
interest. A few of those having been with 
them from the first still accompany them. 
Having just reached the heart of the 
hydraulic mining region of Yuba county, in­ 
vestigation will begin to-morrow. Your re­ 
porter will be able to forward an account of 
the forenoon’s examinations for the second 
edition to-morrow morning. The members 
of the committee manifest commendable en­ 
ergy, and do not appear to be at all wearied 
with their labors and travels so far. The 
people of Smart3viile gave the committee as 
cordial a greeting as they have received any­ 
where. It is evident that the miners feel as 
confident of their side of the case as the 
farmers, and will maks the best showing 
from their standpoint possible. The party 
will no doubt return by way of Colfax about 
Tuesday or Wednesday of next week.

S m artsville, October ’21st.—R . G. Sneath 
joined the committee this morning, when, 
accompanied by a large number of citizens 
and representatives of the mines, they left 
Marysville at 8 o’clock, passing up the north 
side of the Yuba river, viewing the levees 
and damaged lands. 
A DAM ON FIRE. 
At the north end of tho celebrated brush 
dam the party, which numbered forty per­ 
sons, halted, and drove out along the dam 
about one mile over the deposit of slickens. 
Some person, who must have done it through 
pure cussedness, had set fire to the north end 
of the brush dam, and it being fanned by a 
Btrong north wind, had already burned about . 
600 feet, and was progressing rapidly to the 
south. Men were sent for from the levee j 
work below to extinguish the 6re, and were j 
busy at work at it when the committee and ' 
party left. The discovery of the fire oc­ 
casioned a great deal of excitement among 
the representatives of the farming and min­ 
ing interests who were accompanying the 
committee. 
From this point all passed up the river to 
near the site of the town of Long Bar, where 
now only one house remains. From this 
they crossed the Yuba, fording it with ease. 
Arriving at the Bonanza ranch, the party 
halted and partook of a dinner which had 
been prepared for the occasion under direction 
of James O'Brien and Hamilton Smith, 
representatives of the miners. 
General Roseerans said the dam, as an ex­ 
periment, was not a failure, but it was a great 
problem to 8olve, and would require time and 
the exertions of our beat men. He was free 
to say that something must be done to save 
the streams and valuable lands of the valley. 
From the Bonanza Ranch the party visited 
the Excelsior Company’s dump, where it dis­ 
charges into the river below Smartsviile. At 
this point a brush dam has been constructed 
acrofs the ravine to hold the debris, bat has 
not been used long enough yet to determine < 
its feasibility. 
Jules Cerf, of the committee, said one . 
month’s run would fill thia dam, and if they ! 
kept on washing down these mountains Ma- 
rysvilie would be entirely destroyed, and 
eventually the bay of San Francisco. 
Mr. Parks said that unless the fire is extin­ 
guished, which is doubtful, the dam will be 
so ruined that the first flood will sweep it and 


THE DEBP-IS INQUIRY. 
The following is a portion of the report ot 
the Record-Unios’a f pecitd reporter now 
with the investigating committee of the Son 
Francisco Board of Trade, which was crowded 
out Wednesday morning through lack of 
space: 
After leaving Hock Farm, the former resi­ 
dence of 1 ieot-r?I Sutter, the party proceeded 
to the ranch of 15. E. Wilson, ten miles below 
Yuba City, and about half way to the Sacra­ 
mento river. Here, jm-t in front of his ware­ 
house, the river bank is high, ai d Mr. Wil­ 
son stated that it was not covered in 1862, but 
was eight feet under water lost winter. Tha 
surface of the water in the river now was 
twentv-f ur fe t below the top of the levee. 
A force of twenty men and twenty teams were 
at work here also, raising and strengthening 
the levee. Mr. Wilson stated tint no water 
had ever come upon his ranch until four years 
ago, but that now the Butte ere :k Lazio, west, 
of his place, had filled up so much; from the 
mining on Butte creek and vicinity that the 
water overflowed and destroyed 600 acres of 
his wheat on the west end of his f irm last 
spiring. 
Next below Ltvee District No. 1 is Dis­ 
trict No. 5, and after reaching this district 
the last four miles before reaching Nicolao» 
showed tha effects of broken levees, which 
grew worse as far as the party went. This 
district, it was explained by Wilson, had 
ceased to make any effort towards seeping 
up its levees, and is nearly entirely aban­ 
doned. It includes the well-known Sam 
Branuan ranch, upon which, far away from . 
the river, attention was called to places where 
fences five or six feet high were covered to 
within a foot or less of the top. 
We reached opposite to Nicolaus at 12 
o’clock, and crossed over to town on a ferry 
and took dir.u-r. As the stream was being; 
crossed, Dr. Chandler, from near the Yuba, 
said: “ Thirty years ago I cro3-‘.'d 1 re, and 
could see fish not longer than my finger lying 
at the bottom of twenty feet of water; but 
now the water is to thick that a fish can 
hardly swim in it.” 
After taking dinner the carriages were 
called, and the committee were asked to de­ 
cide whether they desired to go faril.er down, 
the question berag accompanied with a state­ 
ment that matters grew worse below. A fter 
consultation, the committee replied that as it 
would make it late' to go farthpr, and as the 
statements made by the reception delegation 
as to the condition of the country between 
Marysville and Nicolaus had been f und to 
bo as represented, they would accept their 
statement already made as to the balance of 
the way, and not go over it. The committee 
stated tuat they would like to hear .my state-' 
ments in reference to that section of c untry. 
Peter Drescher, a civil enginesr, and whom 
it was stated had been the survey ir of . Sut­ 
ter county for .-ixteen years, was called upon 
by the citizens, and said : “ I have been 
acquainted with this section since i$19, and 
witnessed its transformation. 
The tide 
formerly came up as far as the month of the 
Feather river, but the bed is so filled now 
that it does not come up to Sacramento. Tha 
bed has raised so much here that the water 
raises in the winter in the rivers above the 
level of the ground on thejoufaside, aud the 
water percolates through under tha levees 
and is becoming destructive from seepage. 
We cannot therefoie raise our line much 
more with any effect. If the water gets two 
feet higher in the river than it has already, 
the seepage will be as destructive as a flood. 
The trouble will be that the land would not 
dry out, so that crops could be put 
in before July, and that would be too 
late for them to mature, and we would 
therefore have to abandon this entire country 
in this neighborhood. Another damage is, 
that the pressure of the water underneath 
the levees drives the alkali up to the surface 
of adjacent lands, and this render.- tlie land 
worthies». On the opposite side of the levee, 
in District No. 5, the levees are abandoned, 
and nearly all the lands of the district. Ef­ 
forts were made to save th-.-in until a bonded 
debt of $780,000, and a fl istiog debt of sev­ 
eral hundred thousand dollars, was incurred, 
and then tha whole thing was giviu up, and 
even the interest on the bonds has not beeu 
paid. Sutter county has 381,000 acres of 
laud, which produce 12,000 tons of grain per 
annum, or sixty ship loads. At Johnson’» 
cro.-siag, on the Bear river, the river haa 
tilled up thirty feet, and is now nine feet 
above the land outside the levee. 
Mr. Cerf, of San Francisco—Well, I tako 
it that if this keeps on there will be no hell j 
we will all be raised to Paradise, whether we 
want to go or not.” 
- 
Mr. Drescher—It is said by scientists that 
sixty millions cubic yards of earth is beiDg 
sent down the Sacramento and on its way to 
the Bay each yeaf. 
General Rosecrans—If sixty million cubic 
yards of earth comes down towards the Bay 
each year, I suppose that is the free-will 
offering we will get from the hill country. ' 
Captain Bloming—What portion of tho 
debris which has been doing the damage do 
you think has c^me from the hydraulic mines, 
and how much from the placer mines? 
“ I could not give the exact amount, of 
course, but I am confident that not less than 
95 per ceut comes from the hydraulic mines, 
and the other five comes from the placer 
mines and any surface wash from plowed 
lands.” 
After this hearing the party again took to 
their conveyances a.-id returned to Marys­ 
ville, passing through the rich farming lauds 
midway between the Feather river and 
Marysville Bnttes, aud reached town at 7 P. M. 
The committee express much admiration 
at the fine lands passed through and seen 
wherever the debris had not injured thorn. 
Upon their arrival at Marysville a banquet 
was spread and a social hour enjoyed. 
At ths conclusion, P. B. Cornwall, of San 
Francisco, proposed the health of the Mayor 
of Marysville, which was honored, and in re­ 
sponse Mayor Stone said: “ The people of 
Marysville do not wish any injustice to the 
miners. We desired this committee to come 
here, and see what had been dene and was 
being done. We wish the matter to be di- 
cided by the Courts, whether the preseit 
method of mining is legal. Wa have no de­ 
jection to placer, drift, or quartz minóg. 
We believe the present hydraulic mines can 
be worked profitably by drifting, and & th(r 
Chinese would not work in them, as it vould 
be underground work, the change wouli give 
employment to more white men thfQ now, 
instead of throwing any of them out -f work. 
We believe that as much gold wouldae taken 
out as now, but probably it would • out a lit­ 
tle more than by the use of the Lil-le Giant. 
That's our case, and we desire to have yon 
hear the miners’ side also.” 
The party then proceeded to th) City Hall, 
where a public meeting was hel. upon the 
subject of mining debris, Mayo? Stone pre­ 
siding. Remarks were made by Captain 
Nelson, of Nelson’s station, vlarlon Bigg» 
and others, iu reference to th: effects of the 
Cherokee mines. 
General Rosecrans w38 c-Iled upon, and 
responded only by stating tlat they desired 
to hear all they could aboutthn question. 
W. N. Hawley, of Sei Francisco, also 
spoke britfly, saying that tin Francisoo was 
interested in the matter uider consideration, 
and did not d-sire to see *ny injustice done 
to any partj or industry.

“ Well, tell the story.” 
“ I haven’t any objection. 
You see I war 
Belling whisky then, me and my partner. 
Polities was red hot. 
Tt was Gorham or 
Bidwell for Governor, and no one could figure 
out which would get the Republican nomiua 
tiop. 
The Union Convention was to meet on 
the 12th of J une, and Gorham was making 
such a lively race for the nomination that no 
one dreamed of the Convention finishing its 
business under three or four days. Me aud 
my partner thought we might turn an honest 
penny on that prospect. The Convention 
was to meet in the §ixth-3treet M. E. Church. 
That was before the church had the top story 
put on. I t was common them days for public 
bodies to occupy the church for such meet­ 
ings. 
Kight opposite was aa old wagon- 
making shop. 
¡So we went over and rented 
the place for three days for £30. Then we 
opened up all the front and got in lights and 
a bar and shelving, and carted a lot of liquors 
and bar fixtures aud lemonade buckets and 
all such down there, and I tell you we had 
a wide-wane saloon blossoming in 
less 
than no time, and spent nigh on to a 
hundred dollars in fitting it up. 
It was red- 
hot weather, and we calculated on its bolding 
that way, and to drive a lively business with 
the thirety orators we knew would be there. 
Well, the Convention met at 2 o’clock on 
the 
12ch 
acd 
held on 
to 5 o’clock, 
when it cropped out that Gorham had the 
thing all fixed and that the body would get 
through iu a hurry. Well, it looked pretty 
blue for us, I tell you, for we hadn’t taken in 
five dollars all day. 
The delegates just 
scooted up Sixth street and wouldn’t c >me 
over, though we laid a nice, inviting sawdust 
walk right across the street from the church 
door. I t wasn’t much better at the night 
session, aud all the next day it looked as if 
somebody had put up something against us. 
So when the afternoon recess was taken I 
sent the partner over to look around. He 
came bick an ! said he’d found out what was 
the matter. The S.rgeants at-Arms had put 
a huge barrel of water at the foot of each 
aisle and floated in each huge blocks of ice. 
Then they had got together a whole lot of tin- 
enps, and there they’d been passing ’em 
around aud flooding the delegates with iced 
Sacramento straight. Of course we knew 
what was up, and that the Convention would 
have a big ice biii to pay. I know how such 
things are done, you bet. Well, we beat the 
thing, at least so far as our bar was con­ 
cerned.” 
“ How did you achieve that result?” 
“ Well. 1 guess it’ll do to give it away now. 
I ran up towu aud bought two small sacks of 
salt, and partner he went over aud emptied a 
sack in each barrel. Then he gathered nearly 
all the cups aud sank them in the water. 
Well, when the Convention came in again at 
seven o’clock—it was a hot night—a good 
many delegates tried the ice-water barrels, 
and a few remarked, ‘This Sacramento river 
water tastes a little brackish.’ I was a 
watching the result, and went over and saw 
partner, and told him the salt didn’t work 
well. 
So he went over to the church and got 
into the crowd, and pretended he couldn’t 
find a cup, and then went to poking down 
into the barrels to fish one up, and that wuy 
he stirred the salt up good, and those fellows 
didn’t drink any more water that night. 
They just flocked over to car place and we 
sold all the lemonade aud ail the soda, and a 
good lot of wine and cider, and the stiffer 
drinks weren’t slighted, either; and as the 
Convention held on till half-past two o’clock 
in the morning nearly, we cot out all we’din- 
vested, and made exactly S30 profit 
So you 
see that was a pretty thirsty body of dele­ 
gates.”

Inquiries have frequently been made con­ 
cerning the examination enforced in granting 
teachers’ certificates. It is deemed of public 
interest, to indicate what is required of teach­ 
ers iu the public schools, to publish most 
of the questions which the Brard of Exami­ 
nation that sat in this city last week used as 
tests and on which candidates were required 
by answers to gain a certain percentage. The 
figures set opposite each study named indi­ 
cate the p jssible credits that might be gained, 
the total being 1,000. To obtain a first-grade 
certificate applicants were required to gain 
at least 70 per cent, in each of the studies— 
arithmetic, spelling and grammar—and the 
general percentage in all the studies must be 
85 ; and although 85 might be gained in the 
aggregate, the certificate could not issue if 70 
was not gained in arithmetic, spelling and 
grammar each. Fur sec md-erade certificates 
applicants were not examined in algebra. 
Iu natural philosophy and physiology, to ob­ 
tain second-grade certificates 8U per cent, of 
the 750 credits must be gained, and in arith­ 
metic, spelling and granlmar, 60 per cent, 
must be gained ; and although the average, 
89, might he gained in the aggregate, the cer­ 
tificate could nut issue if 60 was not gained 
in each of the last named studies:

FIRES IN SAN 
FRANCISCO—HOW 
THE 
FIRE DEPAR IMENT MOVES. 


Something About the Old Volunteer De­ 
partment—I ireraen and Temp r- 
ance—A Rem iniscence. 


S an F ra n cisco , October 19, 1881. 
“ How long have you been writing for 
the R e c o r d -U n io s ?’’ asked a lady of me 
the other day, and I told her six years last 
month. 
“ Mercy, w hat an age !” she ex­ 
claimed. 
“ Do you know any of your 
K egoed-Union readers?” she asked again 
presently. 
“ Comparatively few,” I re­ 
plied. 
“ Don’t you wonder what they 
think of y o u -'” I answered her, “ Y es; 
very often.” 
“ I suppose you have made 
both friends and enemies ?” “ Many of one, 
I hope; a few of the other I am afraid.” 
I could see that her cariosity was not yet 
8 itisfied—although a friend, she evidently 
regarded correspondents for the moment 
as public characters, and was putting ques­ 
tions very much as she would have poked 
bits of bread at one of the cockatoos in 
W oodward’s Gardens. 
“ I should think 
you’d have hard work to find thÍDgs to 
■write about. 
I’m sure I couldn’t think of 
a thing,” she suggested inquiringly. I told 
her I presumed I did write about uninter­ 
esting things sometimes, but even the 
smallest item in the doings of a day must 
interest the women outside the city who 
listen for. tho world’s heart beats. 
She 
asked then if she might go with me, and 
when I inquired amusedly where? she 
answered 
anywhere 
I 
intended 
to 
go at any time. 
So she has an intense in­ 
terest in this letter because she feels that 
she lived a part of it as it was suggested 
by our mutual experience of last Sunday. 
The great d r e a d of a city is fire. 
Every 
tim e a match Í3 struck there is a possibility 
of accident. 


WE FEAR EARTHQUAKES 
In San Francisco, and put up wooden 
houses lest the bricks rattle about our ears 
seme fine October day, and structures of 
wood arc but playthings for flames. 
How 
great, then, is our danger! 
Again and 
again chimneys filled with soot take fire, 
some one runs with all speed to the near­ 
est fire-alarm box such as adorn the lamp­ 
posts everywhere, and turns on the alarm ; 
then, before you know it, boom, boom tolls 
the great bell, and a crowd ha3 sprung up 
as if by magic. 
I gave a short description 
a little time ago of the daily drill at the 
Fire Patrol headquarters, and all that min­ 
ute work is so nearly the same at all the 
stations 
through 
the 
city 
that 
it 
seems but a second till the eager listening 
horses and the excited firemen come down 
the street like a whirlwind under control. 
In live minutes, perhaps, it is all over, the 
crowd drops away, the horses lag slowly 
oil', and everybody but the scared woman 
who lit the fire forgets all about it. 
W e 
often wake in the night to the long toll and 
roll of the great bell followed by the jangle 
of smaller bells, and then by the whoop 
and clatter of the engines off to the fire. 
Rising and looking over the housetops, a 
blush sweeps across the sky and trees the 
direction of the trouble, and by consulting 
the little card of signals always kept con­ 
venient to hand, one just knows where it 
is. 
When the fire is easily extinguished 
three alarms are given, but when it is a 
large fire the general alarm is struck, and 
the whole city ha3 warning. 
Fires seem 
somehow 
to 
go in little 
groups of 
threes and foura, succeeding one another 
curiously in the same vicinity, then jump­ 
ing to another. 
The large fire usually has 
■its companion in dimensions, and one little 
in a back yard ha3 its other little 
b'czq to *ieeP ^ cnmpsny. 
But no m atter 
how large o.' MRSÜ it may be, it never fails 
to create 
AN k xcit'MENT. 
In the triangle bordered ''Y M arket and 
F irst streets and the bay is s u 'sa^e^ prop­ 
erty on which insurance men will .scarcely 
ever take a whole risk, and they require 
an exorbitant premium on partial insur­ 
ance. 
I t is factories, mills, lumber yards, 
hay and grain stables, asphaltum works, 
interspersed with old wooden rookeries 
that have been in existence since that was 
the chief part of town, and it seems al­ 
most a temptation to kindle a blaze and 
blow one whiff with the breath, because it 
would be so easy to Bweep it all away. 
Cheap saloons, a bit of arestaurant now and 
then, tumble down houses with board and 
lodging at $3 50 a week are sandwiched 
in, and the wonder is, at which the be­ 
holder cannot be enough astonished, lkat 
a fire is ever extinguished there. 
On Fri­ 
day there came the signal of fire, then by 
and by the general alarm, and we who 
live 
in 
the 
suburbs 
knew 
by ear 
that there was 
daDger in that part 
of 
the town. 
One is always anxious 
for the fathers, husbands and brothers, 
whose business lies there, so the lire-bell 
becomes a shudder when it tolls for those 
boxes. 
I t is a welcome then when the men 
folks corns safely home at night. 
But last 
Friday night three men did not come hom e; 
burned to death, they lay charred beyond 
recognition among the smolderirg ruins. 
Ou Sunday we two went down to the burnt 
district, on no particular mission, but filled 
with a fascinated curiosity, as were the 
decorous lines of people passing up and 
down the walks. 
It was a dirty part of 
the town, filled with evil smells which the 
water, thrown in every direction, bad 
wetted up and brought to life. 
There was 
sewage and a bilge odor abroad, beside the 
charred oiliness of old boards and the 
smoky, close vapors that hung between the 
houses and refused to float away. 
I t was 
a place to make one gather the skirts in the 
hand and regret best kid boots. 
Finally, 
there lay 
THE RUINS, 
A vast mass of timbers half in shape, ashes, 
burned sawdust and iron burned red. The 
great engine of one mill lay topped on its 
side where it had sunk through the floor, 
and other machinery lay in various stages 
of destruction. 
Three safes which had 
come out of the trial by fire stood open on 
the sidewalk, and half a dozen hand-trucks 
were by them. 
People peered into the 
safes, opened the drawers and put their 
hands in, swing the doors and passed on to 
some new curiosity. 
Here was the spot 
where the two men were found close to­ 
gether, and here is where the other one 
m et his death alone. 
W hat a fate ! W ere 
they born to die like that, destined to it 
ages ago even before they lived ? H eart­ 
sick of it all, by and by we went down npon 
the wharf to see the ships, the galls, the 
water, and the people there to view it all. 
Suddenly there came a great cry, the peo­ 
ple stared about them stupidly for a mo­ 
ment, then darted off with a great rush. 
Sailors 
ran 
up 
ships’ 
rigging 
like 
cats 
and came down shouting, 
“ I t’s 
a 
hay-barn 1” 
Then a great volume 
of black smoke, followed by a reach of 
flame as red as blood, shot into the air, and 
lo ! another fire jnst before our faces. 
I 
think we both lost onr heads, for we ran 
as fast as we conld toward it, meeting 
frantic men, women and children on the 
way. 
W atchmen 
rushed to the hose 
everywhere and deluged houses and lum ­ 
ber as a safeguard against the flying sparks, 
and we never minded till afterw ard that 
we were sprinkled, too. 


GROWN RECKLESS 
W ith excitement we dashed through a 
passage-way in a lumber yard and found 
ourselves in the midst of the surging 
crowd. 
Household goods had been hastily 
brought into the street, saloon furnishings, 
clothing and a woman pale as death came 
from the miserable old house back of the 
burning building, carrying on one arm a 
new baby fast asleep, under the other a 
child about two years old, and in her bands 


some clothes she had snatched. 
Urged on­ 
ward we pushed onr -way around to the 
front. 
The crowd shrieked and made way 
for a hose-cart coming at a gallop and reel­ 
ing off hose as one would unroll a thread of 
silk. 
After it cim e an engine, the driver 
lashing his galloping 
horses 
at every 
breath, his Hat falling unheeded over his 
shoulder while somebody swore in volleys 
as he yelled at the crowd hating to get out 
of the street. 
If I had been called upon 
I think I could have sworn myself. 
I 
failed to give thought or eare whether I 
was run over or n o t; I, too, was mad like 
the people that pressed and pushed on 
every hand. 
On every corner the eDgines 
began to throb anrt belch, and a hook-and- 
ladder company came into view down Mar­ 
ket street, with its men on board. 
Great 
streams played upon the roaring fire, and 
finally the whole front of the buildiDg fell 
in. 
The study of the Fire Department is 
an interesting one. 
Tiiere is one woman 
connected with its history—Lillie, the 
daughter of old D r Hitchcock, now Mr3. 
Coit, of Laibmead, Napa county. 
There 
is not a fireman who would not take off his 
hat at mention of h- r, and the members of 
the old Volunteer Knickerbocker No. 5 
regard her with great affection. 
In these 
old days there were several volunteer com­ 
panies—Pennsylvania No. 2. Monumental 
No. 6, and so on ; and the Knickerbockers 
once, rescued Miss Hitchcock when she was 
a child. 
Thereafter she associated herself 
with that company, being conspicuous in 
running with the rest when there was a 
fire, shouting the signal, etc. 
One gentle­ 
man laughs indulgently as he tells of her 


JUMPING ON A CHAIR 
A t the theater and shouting, “ Fire in the 
First "Ward—come on, boys !’’ then stum 
filing out pell-mell with the rushing fire­ 
men. 
W illful and handsome, at one time 
she was the pet of ail San Francisco and 
the especial darling of her company. 
Not 
a word wa3 ever whispered against her. 
Her marriage was in keeping with her dar­ 
ing nature ; she lifted the man she married 
to her own station. 
In their subsequent 
separation the sympathy of the people 
was w ith her. 
Shs Í3 a woman of fair 
education and possessed of a ready pen, 
which she used for a long time in the ser­ 
vice of a local paper. 
At the reunion of 
the Knickerbockers the other night she 
furnished the flowers used to decorate the 
table. 
Another volunteer company was 
the Howard, whose eDgine house was on 
the corner of California and Sansome. 
They were a company of very lively boys, 
their foreman being Frank K. Whitney, 
not a whit behind his companions in liveli­ 
ness. 
One night they had 


MADE THE HOURS SKIP, 
As usual, to a pretty new tune, when they 
were startled into soberness by Mr. W hit­ 
ney, who rose and addressed them with 
much seriousness, and a courage which few 
men can command. 
Here is the m atter of 
his address : “ Boys, I ’ve drunk enough 
and so have you. 
I intend to quit the 
habit we have formed, and I invite you to 
join me in the pledge of total abstinence. 
We will form a temperance association, 
and call it the Dashaways, thus signifying 
to the whole world th at we dash away the 
cup.” 
The society started with five mem­ 
bers, but the end was not yet. 
Its out­ 
come was a largo and influential temper­ 
ance society, and the building known as 
Dasha way Hall. Mr. W hitney has since been 
more than ooce Chief of the Regular Fire 
Department, and he and his name are in 
the respect of men. 
This reminds one of 
the bacchanal lines quoted to me the other 
day, as being often on the lips of a man 
very well known, by reputation at least, 
to most R eco rd U n io n read' rs. 
I t must 
be confessed that James McDougall, the 
eloquent, was also McDougall, the con­ 
vivial. 
When among his hail-fellows-well- 
met, his custom was to raise his glass with 
a laugh and rep eat: 
When old Bibo went down to the regions below, 
Where the Lethean streams of oblivion flow. 
He awoke in the boat and fain would go back, 
For his soul was athirst and lie wanted some sack. 


“ Remember,” said Charon, ** you were drunk when 
you died, 
And you know not the pains that to death are 
allied 
“ Row rae back,” said old Bibo, “ I heed not the 
pain,

Thed íJ¡e man of genius put his enemy 
to his lips anti his jolly companions cheered 
the verse as they had cheered it time out 
of mind, while each draiued his cup in imi­ 
tation of old Bibo the drunkard.

Vn Interview w ith Villard, the Railroad 
king. 
Portland, October 21st.—A private recep­ 
tion will he tendered by Hon. Henry Failing, 
President ot the Firs*. National Bank, at his 
residence, to Henry* Villard to-morrow night, 
to which many prominent citizens have^been 
invited» The railroad king will take this oc­ 
casion to tell what the Oregon and Transcon­ 
tinental Company will do for Portland^ Y il- 
lard has been closeted since Monday with the 
Directors, local officers aud engineers of the 
various branches, perfecting plans for next 
year’s campaign. An Oregonian reporter had 
an interview with him this afternoon. He 
declined to speak in fall on all the contem­ 
plated enterprises, for the reason that it would 
take the wind out cf the rails of his speech 
to-morrow night. The following are the 
salient points of the interview : 
Reporter—What has been done regarding 
the line to California ? 
Villard—Everything yet is in an unsettled 
state ; bnt you may announce that the road 
will be built as soon as it can be done. We 
have lrcated a line from R >sebnrg to CaDyon- 
ville, 27 miles, along the Umpqua river, and 
contracts for the heavy portion of the work 
will be iet in a few weeks. Beyond that 
several lines have been run, but great diffi­ 
culty is experienced in- getting over the Cow 
Creek hills. The engineer in charge of this 
end has gone south to have a conference with 
the engineer in charge of the line coming 
north, and they will decide upon the route to 
be adopted. 
Reporter—What about the Northern 
Pacific line from here to Kalama ? 
Villard—That will be built next year. 
The surveys are not quite complete. The 
matter is in charge of Chief Engiceer Thiei- 
seD, who will decide on which eide of the 
river to bnild the line. My impression is 
that the road will run ou this (the south) side 
of the Columbia river. It is not likely that 
the river will be bridged for the present. 
Reporter—When will the N. P. be fin­ 
ished ? 
_ 
Villard—I expect to ride bv train from 
New York to Portland, via the Northern 
Pacific, on the 1st day of October, 1883. 
Reporter—Will the O. R and N. or the 
N. P. bnild the line into the Clearwater 
(Idaho) country ? 
Villard—It has always been the intention 
of the O. R. and N. to tap that secti >n, aud 
it will be done soon I can’t tell yet how we 
will reach it. One way is to run the line up 
Snake river to Lewiston ; another to leave 
the Grange City branch ami run up the 
Pataha river; and still another to come 
south from Colfax, W. T. Of course wc will 
adopt the route which can be operated the 
most economically, but in any case the coun­ 
try adjacent to Lewiston will be connected 
with our system. 
_ 
Reporter—Will yon bridge the Snake river 
at its mouth ? 
Villard—I don’t think we will for the 
present. We have a big work on hand at 
the Missouri. The bridge will be scarcely 
done by the time the road is finished. A 
large ferry at Ainsworth will answer the 
needs for the first year or two. 
Russian Em igrants—YVomna Suffragists. 
P o r t l a n d, October 21st.—A number of 
Russian families arrived to-day from Kansas.

THE WRONGS OF IRELAND AVENGED—GLAD­ 
STONE BURNED IN EFFIGY. 
The Land League held a largely attended 
meeting at Irish-American Hall this evening. 
The speeches were decidedly inflammatory. 
Gladstone and the British Government gen­ 
erally were scored in terms more violent than 
complimentary, and Archbishop Croke came 
in for a share of denunciation. At the close 
of the meeting a rope was stretched from the 
upper windows of the hali to the buildings 
across the street, and in a few moments an 
effigy of Gladstone was run ont. It bore 
this inscription : “ A tribute from a Cork 
rebel. 
Bombs and dynamite for Brutua 
Gladstone.” As soon as the crowd reached 
the street fire was put to the effigy amid yells 
of approbation, but for a few moments the 
conflagration hnng fire, and an ominous 
shudder ran through the crowd at the idea 
that the old man couldn’t be “ burnt up.” 
One patriot, however/was equal to the occa­ 
sion. Rushing into a neigfinoring saloon he 
reappeared with a bottle of whisky, the con­ 
tents of which he dashed on the figure, and 
the torch was again applied with complete 
success. The etiigy blazed up, aud in a few 
moments an explosion of powder, firecrackers 
and bombs announced that the work of de­ 
struction was complete, and the wrongs of 
Ireland were avenged.

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EX-SENATOR SARGENT AND THE CAB­ 
INET. 
The San Francisco Call indorses ex- 
Seuator Sargent for a position in the 
Cabinet. Its statements will meet the 
unanimous approval of the people of this 
coast and the concurrence of all reputable 
journals. The Call, editorially, says : 
During the thirty years California has 
been a State in the Union, we have never 
hail a representative in the Washington 
Cabinet. 
At last the report comes 
that ex-Si nator Sargent will be ap­ 
pointed 
Secretary of 
the Interior. 
He waB first talked of for the Navy, but 
the latest advices give him the Interior 
Department. The latter is the position he 
is especially fitted to till, and the one in 
which he can most efficiently serve this 
coast. No man in the State has a moro 
thorough acquaintance with our laud and 
mining laws, as he prepared many of them, 
and was in Congress during the period of 
their consideration. At the head of the 
Interior Department, he will make his inti­ 
mate acquaintance with that subject of in­ 
estimable value to the State. 
Bat the ap­ 
pointment of Sargent is opposed, straDge 
to say, by a California newspaper. Just as 
our demands for a Cabinet officer are being 
complied with, a dissenting voice comes 
from home. The public on this cor.3t know 
very well the motive of the opposition now 
made to Mr. Sargent’s appointment. It 
does not spring from any doubts of his 
integrity, of his ability, or of his devotion 
to the party which now administers the 
Government. It is purely a personal quar­ 
rel, which the public at large have no inter­ 
est in. The New York Tribune has fallen 
into a similar error in attributing to Sen­ 
ator Sargent’s influence the Republican de­ 
feat in what was known as the Dolly Tar­ 
den campaign. There were differences in 
the Republican party, but it is susceptible 
of proof that Sargent went to the extreme 
of concession in his efforts to harmonize 
conflicting elements. 
But if this were 
true, it would constitute no reason why 
this coast should not hail his appointment 
as a Cabinet officer, and more especially to 
the Department of the Interior. He is a 
man of high character, long service, com­ 
manding ability, and great industry. He 
will work hand and glove with Senators 
Miiler and Farley, and with Rosecrans, 
Page and Berry, to secure prompt action 
by Congress on the Chinese question. The 
State and coast need all the influence they 
can command to press this matter upon the 
attention of Congress. Laws do not pass 
themselves in any case, and in the way of 
this proposed legislation there are many 
obstacles. 
Mr. Sargent’s appointment 
should not be less welcome to the Republi­ 
can party than to this coast as a com­ 
munity. His connection with that party 
dates back to its birth, and includes a 
period when some gentlemen, now promi­ 
nent in its councils, invariably prefixed the 
word “ Black ” to the party uame.
